NOTICE OF PROPOSED REGULATION 
UNDER THE LOCAL HEALTH SYSTEM INTEGRATION 
ACT, 2006 HEALTH PROFESSIONALS ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 


Introduction 


The Minister of Health and Long-Term Care on behalf of the Government 
of Ontario invites public comments on a proposed regulation under the 
Local Health System Integration Act, 2006 (the Act). 


The Act requires each local health integration network to establish a health 
professionals advisory committee consisting of members from regulated 
health professions. The Lieutenant Governor in Council is authorized 
under the Act to make regulations concerning the health professionals 
advisory committee, including requirements for membership on the 
committee and its functions. 


Under the Act, the Minister is required to publish a notice of the 
proposed regulation in The Ontario Gazette, containing the wording of 
the proposed regulation and allow at least 60 days for public comment. 


Overview of the Legislation 


The Local Health System Integration Act, 2006 was passed by the 
Legislature on March 1, 2006 and received Royal Assent on March 28. 
2006. The purpose of the legislation is to establish an integrated health 
system to improve the health of Ontarians through better access to health 
services, coordinated health care and effective and efficient management 
of the health system at the local level by local health integration 
networks (LHINs). 
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Section 16(5) of the Act sets out a requirement for each LHIN to 
establish a health professionals advisory committee. The provision 
comes under the planning and community engagement section of the Act 
and allows the LHIN to engage health professions. 


Proposed Regulation under the Local Health System Integration Act, 
2006 


The proposed regulation sets out the basic mandate and composition of 
the health professionals advisory committee and requires the committee 
to be made up of certain regulated health professionals from different 
health sectors. Other aspects such as the committee’s functions, selection 
of its members, and their term and committee operations would not be 
set out in regulation. The Ministry and LHINs are collaborating on a 
standard recruitment and selection process as well as common guidelines 
for the operation of the committee. A copy of the proposed regulation is 
attached as Schedule “A.” 


Proposed Mandate of the Health Professionals Advisory Committee 


The regulation proposes to set out the basic mandate of the health 
professionals advisory committee. The mandate of the health professionals 
advisory committee is to provide “advice to the LHIN on how to achieve 
patient-centred health care within the local health system for the purpose of 
assisting the LHIN in carrying out its activities”. The LHIN’s objects are 
set out in the legislation and include a requirement for LHINs to engage the 
community of persons and entities involved in the local health system. 


When the health professional advisory committee provides advice, the 
regulation would require that it consider population health, innovative 
approaches to health service delivery, health human resources utilization, 
health promotion and wellness and other matters that the LHIN 
considers appropriate to support it in carrying out its objects. 


Composition of the Health Professionals Advisory Committee 


To be eligible to sit on a health professionals advisory committee, a 
person must be a member of a College of a health profession as defined 
under the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991], a person registered as 
a drugless practitioner under the Drugless Practitioners Act or a person 
registered as a member of the Ontario College of Social Workers and 
Social Service Workers who holds a certificate of registration for social 
work. 


The members would have to live or work in the LHIN’s geographic area, 
and they would have to be actively practising in their profession. 


The health professionals advisory committee would consist of: 

e 4 physicians: one practising family medicine in the community, a 
specialist providing inpatient care in a hospital; and two other 
physicians; 

e 3 nurses; one from the hospital sector and two from the community 
sector one of whom must be from long-term care — one of the three 
nurses must be a registered practical nurse (RPN); 

e | dietician from the hospital or community sector; 

e | physiotherapist or occupational therapist. 

e | pharmacist from the hospital sector or community sector; and 

e | social worker from community sector or mental health sector. 

e In addition to these 11 persons, the LHIN may appoint three 
additional persons, none of whom shall be a physician, a nurse, 
pharmacist, dietician, social worker or a physiotherapist or an 
occupational therapist. 

e To be eligible for appointment, a person must not hold an elected, 


appointed, or any other official position with a_ professional 
association or labour union. 


The health professionals advisory committee is not a board committee of 
the LHIN and cannot be delegated any function or authority of the LHIN 
Board or corporation.

Interested parties are invited to make written comments on the 
proposed regulation on or before Friday, September 29, 2006. When 
preparing your response, please consider whether you agree with the 
proposed regulation, whether it should be changed and provide any other 
relevant comments you think might be useful.

The Minister will consider comments received on or before Friday, 
September 29, 2006. All comments and submissions received during the 
comment period will be considered during final preparation of the 
regulation. The content, structure and form of the draft regulation are 
subject to change as a result of the comment process. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council makes the final decision on what if anything will be 
included in the regulation. 


A final regulation under the Local Health System Integration Act, 2006 
would be published in The Ontario Gazette. For updates, please monitor 


the Ministry’s website at www.health.gov.on.ca. 


Please note that unless requested and agreed otherwise by the Ministry, 
all materials or comments received from organizations will be 
considered public information and may be used and disclosed by the 
Ministry to assist the Ministry in evaluating and revising the proposed 
draft regulation. This may involve disclosing materials or comments, or 
summaries of them, to other interested parties during and after the 
request for public comment process. 


An individual who provides materials or comments and who indicates an 
affiliation with an organization will be considered to have submitted 
those comments or materials on behalf of the organization so identified.

ONTARIO REGULATION 
made under the 
LOCAL HEALTH SYSTEM INTEGRATION ACT, 2006 

HEALTH PROFESSIONALS ADVISORY COMMITTEES 
Duties 

1. (1) The duty of a health professionals advisory committee 
established by a local health integration network under subsection 16 (5) 
of the Act is to provide advice to the network on how to achieve patient- 
centred health care within the local health system for the purpose of 
assisting the network in carrying out its activities. 

(2) In providing advice under subsection (1), the health professionals 
advisory committee shall consider the following matters to support the 


local health integration network in carrying out its activities: 


1. The health status of those demographic segments of the 
population that the network specifies. 
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2. Innovative approaches to health service delivery. 
3. The utilization of human resources for health care. 
4. Health promotion and wellness. 


5. Other matters that the network considers appropriate and 
specifies to the committee. 


Composition 


2. (1) A local health integration network shall appoint a person as a 
member of a health professionals advisory committee only if, 


(a) the person is, 
(i) a person registered as a member of a College of a health 
profession as defined in the Regulated Health Professions 


Act, 1991, 


(ii) a person registered as a drugless practitioner under the 
Drugless Practitioners Act, or 


(iii) a person registered as a member of the Ontario College of 
Social Workers and Social Service Workers who holds a 


certificate of registration for social work; 


(b) the person practises or resides in the geographic area of the 
network: and 


(c) the person is actively practising his or her profession. 


(2) A local health integration network shall not appoint a person as a 
member of a health professionals advisory committee if the person is, 


(a) a member of the board or the chief executive officer or an 
officer of a corporation or entity that represents the interests of 
persons who are part of the health sector and whose main 
purpose is advocacy for the interest of those persons; or 


(b) an official of a trade union. 


(3) A health professionals advisory committee shall consist of at 
least 11 persons, being, 


(a) four members of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Ontario, being, 


(i) one who is authorized to practise in the area of family 
medicine and who practises in the community, 


(ii) one who is authorized to practise in a specialty of medicine 
that is not family medicine and who provides care to in- 
patients in a hospital, and 

(iii) two additional members; 


(b) three members of the College of Nurses of Ontario, 


(i) being one from each of the following sectors: hospital,

(e) one member of the Ontario College of Pharmacists who is from 
the hospital or community sector; and 


(f) one member of the Ontario College of Social Workers and 
Social Service Workers who is from the community or mental 
health sector. 


(4) In addition to the 11 persons described in subsection (3), a health 
professionals advisory committee may consist of three other persons, 
none of whom shall be a member of any of the Colleges mentioned in 
that subsection.

HONORARIA FOR BOARD MEMBERS 


Purpose 


1. This Regulation sets out the method for calculating the limits on honoraria paid under section 191 of the Act and deals 
with public consultation requirements for district school boards. 


DISTRICT SCHOOL BOARDS 


Components of honorarium 


2. (1) Fora term of office beginning in 2006 or later, the honorarium for a member of a district school board, in respect of 
any year of his or her term of office, shall consist of such of the following components as the board determines, subject to 
section 4: 


(2) 


. The base amount for the year. 
. The enrolment amount for the year. 
. The attendance amounts payable to the member for the year. 


. The distance amounts payable to the member for the year. 


A year of a member’s term of office begins on December | and ends on the following November 30. 


Citizens’ advisory committee on honoraria 


3. (1) Every district school board shall establish a citizens’ advisory committee on honoraria. 


(2) 


The committee shall consist of six people selected by the board, of whom, 


three shall be parent members within the meaning of subsection | (1) of Ontario Regulation 612/00 (School Councils) 
made under the Act; and 


three shall be community representatives who are members of a school council for a school under subsection 3 (1) of 
Ontario Regulation 612/00 (School Councils) made under the Act. 


For a term of office beginning in 2006 or later, 


the board shall provide to the committee all available information needed to make the calculations set out in sections 5 
to 9 for a member for each year of the term of office; and 


the committee shall review the information provided by the board and shall recommend to the board, 


(i) an amount for the base amount, attendance amount and distance amount for a member for each year of the term 
of office, and 


(ii) a percentage of the enrolment amount limit to be paid to a member for each year of the term of office. 
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(4) The board shall not establish its policy under subsection 4 (1) until the committee makes the recommendation under 
subsection (3). 


(5) For the period described in section 11, 


(a) the board shall provide to the committee the information needed to make the calculations set out in that section for a 
member or former member; and 


(b) the committee shall review the information provided by the board and shall recommend to the board an amount for the 
honorarium for the member or former member. 


(6) The board shall not establish its policy under subsection 4 (4) until the committee makes the recommendation under 
subsection (5). 


Policy re honorarium components 


4. (1) For a term of office beginning in 2006 or later, the board shall establish a policy, on or before October 31 of the 
calendar year in which the term of office begins, with respect to, 


(a) which components listed in paragraphs | to 4 of subsection 2 (1) it will pay during the term of office; 


(b) for the base amount, the attendance amount and the distance amount, if the component will be paid, the amount of the 
component to be paid to a member for each year of the term of office, determined in accordance with sections 5, 7 and 
8; and 


(c) for the enrolment amount, if it will be paid, the percentage of the enrolment amount limit to be paid to a member for 
each year of the term of office. 


(2) The board may, at any time, change its policy under subsection (1) such that a component is not paid for a year, the 
amount of a component to be paid is lowered for a year, or the percentage of the enrolment amount limit to be paid is lowered 
for a year. 


(3) If the board changes its policy under subsection (2), it may restore the original policy made under subsection (1) at any 
time. 


(4) For the period described in section 11, the board shall establish a policy, on or before October 31, 2006, with respect to 
the amount of the honorarium to be paid to a member for the period, determined in accordance with that section. 


Base amount 


5. (1) The base amount for a member for a year of a term of office is an amount that does not exceed the base amount 
limit determined under subsection (2), (3) or (4), as the case may be. 


(2) For a member other than the chair or vice-chair, the base amount limit for the year is determined as follows: 
1. For each year of the term of office beginning on December 1, 2006, $5,900. 


2. For each year of a term of office beginning after December 1, 2006, the amount calculated for the first year of the 
previous term of office, increased by the percentage increase in the Ontario Consumer Price Index as published by 
Statistics Canada for the period between, 


i. July 1 of the calendar year in which the previous term of office started, and 
ii. June 30 of the calendar year in which the term of office starts. 


(3) For the chair, the base amount limit for the year is determined by adding $5,000 to the amount determined under 
subsection (2). 


(4) For the vice-chair, the base amount limit for the year is determined by adding $2,500 to the amount determined under 
subsection (2). 


Enrolment amount 


6. (1) The enrolment amount for a member for a year of a term of office is determined by multiplying the percentage 
determined by the board for the year under clause 4 (1) (c) or subsection 4 (2), as the case may be, by the enrolment amount 
limit determined under subsection (2), (3) or (4), as the case may be. 


(2) For a member other than the chair or vice-chair, the enrolment amount limit for the year is determined as follows: 
1. Multiply the enrolment of the board for the year as determined under section 9, by $1.75. 


2. Divide the number determined under paragraph | by the number of members determined for the board under subclause 
58.1 (2) (k) (i) or subsection 58.1 (10.1) of the Act, as the case may be. 


(3) For the chair, the enrolment amount limit for the year is determined by adding the amount determined under subsection 
(2) to the amount determined as follows: 


1. Multiply the enrolment of the board for the year as determined under section 9 by 5 cents. 
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2. Determine the greater of, 
i. the amount determined under paragraph 1, and 
ii. $500. 
3. Determine the lesser of, 
i. the amount determined under paragraph 2, and 
ii. $5,000. 
(4) For the vice-chair, the enrolment amount limit for the year is determined by adding the amount determined under 
subsection (2) to the amount determined as follows: 
1. Multiply the enrolment of the board for the year as determined under section 9 by 2.5 cents. 
2. Determine the greater of, 
i. the amount determined under paragraph 1, and 
iis, $250. 
3. Determine the lesser of, 
i. the amount determined under paragraph 2, and 
ii. $2,500. 
Attendance amount 


7. (1) The attendance amount is an amount that does not exceed the attendance amount limit of $50. 


(2) The attendance amount may be paid to a member for attending any meeting of a committee of the board that is 
required to be established by an Act or a regulation made under an Act. 


Distance amount 


8. (1) The distance amount is an amount that does not exceed the distance amount limit of $50. 


(2) For a board member described as follows, the distance amount may be paid to the member for attending any meeting 
of the board or of a committee of the board that is required to be established by an Act or a regulation made under an Act: 


1. The member is a member of a board that has an area of jurisdiction greater than 9,000 square kilometres, as set out in 
Ontario Regulation 412/00 (Elections to and Representation on District School Boards) made under the Act, as that 
regulation reads on the day that the board makes its determination under section 4. 


2. On the day of the meeting, the distance between the member’s residence and the place where the meeting is held is 
more than 200 kilometres.

AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 3 
OF THE DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM CODE 


EB-2005-0488 
1 GENERAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 


Section 1.7 of the Code will be amended by adding the following 
sentence to the end of the section: 


The amendments to this Code made by the Board on July 27, 2006, will 
come into effect 180 days after that date. The amendments will only 
apply to expansions where the distributor’s initial offer to connect the 
customer and build the expansion, as set out in sections 3.2.8 and 3.2.9, 
occurs on or after the date the amendments come into force. 


3 CONNECTIONS AND EXPANSIONS 


The text set out below will replace the text currently in Chapter 3 of the 
Code. 


3.1 Connections 


3.1.1 In establishing its connection policy as specified in its Conditions 
of Service, and determining how to comply with its obligations 
under section 28 of the Electricity Act, a distributor may consider 
the following reasons to refuse to connect, or continue to 
connect, a customer: 


(a) contravention of the laws of Canada or the Province of 
Ontario including the Ontario Electrical Safety Code; 
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(b) violation of conditions in a distributor’s licence; 


(c) materially adverse effect on the reliability or safety of the 
distribution system; 


(d) imposition of an unsafe worker situation beyond normal 
risks inherent in the operation of the distribution system; 


(e) a material decrease in the efficiency of the distributor’s 
distribution system; 


(f) a materially adverse effect on the quality of distribution 
services received by an existing connection; and 


(g) if the person requesting the connection owes the distributor 
money for distribution services, or for non-payment of a 
security deposit. The distributor shall give the person a 
reasonable opportunity to provide the security deposit 
consistent with section 2.4.20. 


A distributor shall ensure that all electrical connections to its 
system meet the distributor’s design requirements, unless the 
electrical connections are separated by a protection device that 
has been approved by the distributor. If an electrical connection 
does not meet the distributor’s design requirements, a distributor 
may refuse connection. 


If a distributor refuses to connect a customer, the distributor shall 
inform the person requesting the connection of the reason(s) for 
not connecting and, where the distributor is able to provide a 
remedy, make an offer to connect. If the distributor is unable to 
provide a remedy to resolve the issue, it is the responsibility of 
the customer to do so before a connection may be made. 


For residential customers, a distributor shall define a basic 
connection and recover the cost of the basic connection as part of 
its revenue requirement. The basic connection for each customer 
shall include, at a minimum: 


(a) supply and installation of overhead distribution transformation 
capacity or an equivalent credit for transformation equipment; 
and 


(b) up to 30 meters of overhead conductor or an equivalent 
credit for underground services. 


For non-residential customers, a distributor may define a basic 
connection by rate class and recover the cost of connection either 
as part of its revenue requirement, or through a basic connection 
charge to the customer. 


All customer classes shall be subject to a variable connection 
charge to be calculated as the costs associated with the installation 
of connection assets above and beyond the basic connection. A 
distributor may recover this amount from a customer through a 
connection charge or equivalent payment. 


Expansions 


If a distributor must construct new facilities to its main distribution 
system or increase the capacity of existing distribution system 
facilities in order to be able to connect a specific customer or group 
of customers, the distributor shall perform an initial economic 
evaluation based on estimated costs and forecasted revenues, as 
described in Appendix B, of the expansion project to determine if 
the future revenue from the customer(s) will pay for the capital cost 
and on-going maintenance costs of the expansion project. 


If the distributor’s offer was an estimate, the distributor shall 
carry out a final economic evaluation once the facilities are 
energized. The final economic evaluation shall be based on 
forecasted revenues, actual costs incurred (including, but not 
limited to, the costs for the uncontestable work, and any transfer 
price paid by the distributor to the customer) and the 
methodology described in Appendix B. 
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If the distributor’s offer was a firm offer, and if the alternative 
bid option was chosen and the facilities are transferred to the 
distributor, the distributor shall carry out a final economic 
evaluation once the facilities are energized. The final economic 
evaluation shall be based on the amounts used in the firm offer 
for costs and forecasted revenues, any transfer price paid by the 
distributor to the customer, and the methodology described in 
Appendix B. 


The capital contribution that a distributor may charge a customer 
other than a generator or distributor to construct an expansion 
shall not exceed that customer’s share of the difference between 
the present value of the projected capital costs and on-going 
maintenance costs for the facilities and the present value of the 
projected revenue for distribution services provided by those 
facilities. The methodology and inputs that a distributor shall use 
to calculate this amount are described in Appendix B. 


The capital contribution that a distributor may charge a generator 
to construct an expansion to connect a generation facility to the 
distributor’s distribution system shall not exceed the generator’s 
share of the present value of the projected capital costs and on- 
going maintenance costs for the facilities. Projected revenue and 
avoided costs from the generation facility shall be assumed to be 
zero, unless otherwise determined by rates approved by the 
Board. The methodology and inputs that a distributor shall use to 
calculate this amount are described in Appendix B. 


If a shortfall between the present value of the projected costs and 
revenues is calculated under section 3.2.1, the distributor may 
propose to collect all or a portion of that amount from the 
customer in the form of a capital contribution, in accordance with 
the distributor’s documented policy on capital contributions by 
customer class. 


If the capital contribution amount resulting from the final 
economic evaluation provided for in section 3.2.2 or 3.2.3 differs 
from the capital contribution amount resulting from the initial 
economic evaluation calculation, the distributor shall obtain from 
the customer, or credit the customer for, any difference between 
the two calculations. 


If an expansion is needed in order for a distributor to connect a 
customer, the distributor shall make an initial offer to connect the 
customer and build the expansion. A distributor’s initial offer 
shall include, at no cost to the customer: 


(a) a statement as to whether the offer is a firm offer or is an 
estimate of the costs that would be revised in the future to 
reflect actual costs incurred; 


(b) a reference to the distributor’s Conditions of Service and 
information on how the customer requesting the connection 
may obtain a copy of them; 


(c) a statement as to whether a capital contribution will be 
required from the customer; 


(d) a statement as to whether an expansion deposit will be 
required from the customer and if the distributor will 
require an expansion deposit from the customer, the amount 
of the expansion deposit that the customer will have to 
provide; and 


(e) astatement as to whether the connection charges referred to 
in sections 3.1.5 and 3.1.6 will be charged separately from 
the capital contribution referred to in section 3.2.8(c), and a 
description of, and if known, the amount for, those 
connection charges. 


If the distributor will require a customer to pay a capital 
contribution, the distributor must, in addition to complying with 
section 3.2.8, also include in its initial offer, at no cost to the 
customer: 
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(a) the amount of the capital contribution that the customer will 
have to pay for the expansion; 


(b) the calculation used to determine the amount of the capital 
contribution to be paid by the customer including all of the 
assumptions and inputs used to produce the economic 
evaluation as described in Appendix B; 


(c) astatement as to whether the offer includes work for which 
the customer may obtain an alternative bid and, if so, the 
process by which the customer may obtain the alternative 
bid; 


(d) a description of, and costs for, the contestable work and the 
uncontestable work associated with the expansion broken 
down into the following categories: 


(i) . labour (including design, engineering and construction); 
(ii) materials; 

(iii) equipment; and 

(iv) overhead (including administration); 


(e) an amount for any additional costs that will occur as a 
result of the alternative bid option being chosen (including, 
but not limited to, inspection costs); 


(f) if the offer is for a residential customer, a description of, 
and the amount for, the cost of the basic connection referred 
to in section 3.1.4 that has been factored into the economic 
evaluation; and 


(g) if the offer is for a non-residential customer and if the 
distributor has chosen to recover the non-residential basic 
connection charge as part of its revenue requirement, a 
description of, and the amount for, the connection charges 
referred to in section 3.1.5 that have been factored into the 
economic evaluation. 


Once the customer has accepted the distributor’s offer, and if the 
customer requests it, the distributor shall provide to the customer, 
at cost, an itemized list of the costs for the major items in each of 
the categories listed in section 3.2.9(d) and shall be done in the 
following manner: 


(a) if the customer has not chosen to pursue an alternative bid, 
the distributor shall provide the itemized list for all of the 
work; or 


(b) if the customer has chosen to pursue the alternative bid 
option, the distributor shall only be required to provide the 
itemized list for the uncontestable work. 


If the customer submits revised plans or requires additional 
design work, the distributor may provide, at cost, a new offer 
based on the revised plans or the additional design work. 


The distributor shall provide the customer with the calculation used to 
determine the final capital contribution amount including all of the 
assumptions and inputs used to produce the final economic evaluation 
as provided for in sections 3.2.2 and 3.2.3. The distributor shall 
provide the final economic evaluation and final capital contribution 
amount to the customer at no cost to the customer. 


The last sentence of section 3.2.12 does not apply to a customer 
who is a generator or is proposing to become a generator unless 
the customer’s proposed or existing generation facility is an 
emergency backup generation facility. 


Where the distributor requires a capital contribution from the 
customer, the distributor shall allow the customer to obtain and use 
alternative bids for the contestable work. The distributor shall require 
the customer to use a qualified contractor for the contestable work.

If an expansion deposit is collected under section 3.2.20, the 
expansion deposit shall cover both the forecast risk (the risk 
associated with whether the projected revenue for the expansion 
will materialize as forecasted) and the asset risk (the risk 
associated with ensuring that the expansion is constructed, that it 
is completed to the proper design and technical standards and 
specifications, and that the facilities operate properly when 
energized) related to the expansion. 


If the alternative bid option was chosen, a distributor shall be 
allowed to retain and use the expansion deposit to cover the 
distributor’s costs if the distributor must complete, repair, or 
bring up to standard the facilities. Complete, repair, or bring up 
to standard includes costs the distributor incurs to ensure that the 
expansion is completed to the proper design and _ technical 
standards and specifications, and that the facilities operate 
properly when energized. 


Once the facilities are energized and subject to sections 3.2.22 
and 3.2.24, the distributor shall annually return the percentage of 
the expansion deposit in proportion to the actual connections (for 
residential developments) or actual demand (for commercial and 
industrial developments) that materialized in that year (i.e., if 
twenty percent of the forecasted connections or demand 
materialized in that year, then the distributor shall return to the 
customer twenty percent of the expansion deposit), This annual 
calculation shall only be done for the duration of the customer 
connection horizon as defined in Appendix B. If at the end of the

Unforecasted customers that connect to the distribution system 
during the customer connection horizon as defined in Appendix 
B will benefit from the earlier expansion and should contribute 
their share.

A distributor shall collect 
from the unforecasted customers an amount equal to the rebate 
the distributor shall pay to the initial contributors. The amount of 
the rebate shall be determined as follows: 


(a) for a period of up to the customer connection horizon as 
defined in Appendix B, the initial contributor shall be 
entitled to a rebate without interest, based on apportioned 
benefit for the remaining period; and 


(b) the apportioned benefit shall be determined by considering 
such factors as the relative load level and the relative line 
length (in proportion to the line length being shared by both 
parties). 


A distributor shall prepare all estimates and offers required by 
section 3.2 in accordance with good utility practice and industry 
standards. 


The distributor shall perform all of its responsibilities and 
obligations under section 3.2 in a timely manner. 


Enhancements 


A distributor shall continue to plan and build the distribution 
system for reasonable forecast load growth. A distributor may 
perform enhancements to its distribution system for purposes of 
improving system operating characteristics or for relieving 
system capacity constraints. In determining system enhancements 
to be performed on its distribution system, a distributor shall 
consider the following: 


(a) good utility practice; 


(b) improvement of the system to either meet or maintain 
required performance-based indices; 


(c) current levels of customer service and reliability and 
potential improvement from the enhancement; and 


(d) costs to customers associated with distribution reliability 
and potential improvement from the enhancement. 


Relocation of Plant 


When requested to relocate distribution plant, a distributor shall 
exercise its rights and discharge its obligations in accordance 
with existing legislation such as the Public Service Works on 
Highways Act, regulations, formal agreements, easements and 
common law. In the absence of existing arrangements, a 
distributor is not obligated to relocate the plant. However, the 
distributor shall resolve the issue in a fair and reasonable manner. 
Resolution in a fair and reasonable manner shall include a 
response to the requesting party that explains the feasibility or 
infeasibility of the relocation and a fair and reasonable charge for 
relocation based on cost recovery principles.

Notice of Proposed Regulation 
Under the Local Health System 
Integration Act, 2006 
French Language Health Services 
Advisory Council 


Introduction 


The Minister of Health and Long-Term Care on behalf of the Government 
of Ontario invites public comments on a proposed regulation under the 
Local Health System Integration Act, 20006. 


The Act requires the Minister to establish a French language health 
services advisory council to advise the Minister about health and service 
delivery issues related to francophone communities and priorities and 
strategies for the provincial strategic plan related to those communities. 
The Lieutenant Governor in Council is authorized under the Act to make 
a regulation concerning the member organizations of the council. 


Under the Act, the Minister is required to publish a notice of the 
proposed regulation in the Ontario Gazette, give notice of the proposed 
regulation and allow at least 60 days for public comment. 


Overview of the Legislation 


The Local Health System Integration Act, 2006 received Royal Assent 
on March 28, 2006. The legislation establishes an integrated health 
system to improve the health of Ontarians through better access to health 
services, coordinated health care and effective and efficient management 
of the health system at the local level by local health integration 
networks (LHINs). 


Proposed Regulation under the Local Health System Integration Act, 
2006 


The proposed regulation lists the organizations from which the council 
members would be selected. Under the proposed regulation, the 
members of the French language health services advisory council would 
be representatives of the following organizations: 


e Alliance des réseaux ontariens de santé en francais (representing 
French language health services networks); 

e Assemblée de la francophonie de J Ontario (representing 
francophone Ontarians); 
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e Association frangaise des municipalités de 1’Ontario (representing 
francophone municipalities); 

e Fédération des ainés et des retraités francophones de 1|’Ontario 
(representing francophone seniors); 

e Groupe francophone de l’Association des centres de santé de 
l'Ontario (representing francophone Community Health Centres); 

e Regroupement des intervenantes et intervenants francophones en 
santé et en services sociaux de |’Ontario (representing health and 
social service professionals); 

e Union Provinciale des Minorités Raciales et Ethnoculturelles 
Francophones de |Ontario (representing francophone racial 
minorities). 


The French language health services advisory council would have a 
provincial scope and would be advisory to the Minister. 


The Council’s mandate could include providing advice on specific health 
needs, priorities, strategies and performance measures for the French 
community. Council members would represent views of the francophone 
community, they could prepare reports and analyze research or 
information and / or make the Minister aware of any critical issues 
emerging in their community. The mandate of the Council and role of 
Council members will not be included in the regulation; these will be 
addressed in operational policy.

1. Sections 1, 2 and 3 of Regulation 1094 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 are revoked and the following 
substituted: 
1. (1) Upon the birth in Ontario of a child, the following persons shall give notice of the birth under section 8 of the Act: 


1. Each legally qualified medical practitioner or midwife who attends at the birth, except if another legally qualified 
medical practitioner or midwife who attends at the birth gives the notice. 


2. The nurse in attendance at the birth, if no legally qualified medical practitioner or midwife is in attendance at the birth. 
(2) The notice of birth shall be in the form that the Registrar General requires under section 42 of the Act. 


(3) The person giving the notice of birth shall deliver or mail it within two days after the day of birth to the division 
registrar of the registration division within which the child was born. 


(4) Upon receiving the notice of birth, the division registrar shall transmit it to the Registrar General. 


2. (1) In this section, 
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“assisted conception” means conception that occurs through a means other than sexual intercourse; 
“incapable” means unable, because of illness or death, to make a statement; 


“other parent” means a person whom a child’s mother acknowledges as the other parent, who wishes to be acknowledged as 
the other parent and who agrees to certify the statement with respect to the child where the father is unknown and 
conception occurred through assisted conception; 


“statement” means a statement mentioned in subsection (4) respecting the birth in Ontario of a child. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), for the purposes of subsection 9 (1) of the Act, either of the following groups of persons, and 
no other persons, are required to certify the birth in Ontario of a child: 


1. The mother and the father of the child. 
2. The mother and the other parent of the child. 
(3) The duty in subsection 9 (1) of the Act to certify the birth in Ontario of a child does not apply to, 
(a) the child’s mother, if she is incapable; 
(b) the child’s father, if he is incapable or is unacknowledged by or unknown to the mother; or 
(c) the child’s other parent, if the person is incapable. 


(4) A person who is required to certify the birth in Ontario of a child shall make and certify a statement in the form that the 
Registrar General requires respecting the birth and, subject to subsection (5), shall, within 30 days of the birth, mail or deliver 
the statement to the division registrar of the registration division within which the child was born. 


(5) Ifa person has applied for a court order under section 4, 5 or 6 of the Children’s Law Reform Act within 30 days of the 
birth in Ontario of a child, a person who is required under subsection (4) to make and certify the statement with respect to the 
child shall deliver the statement to the Registrar General within the earlier of, 


(a) 45 days from the date on which the court finally disposes of the application, subject to whatever extension the court 
has granted under subsection (6); and 


(b) the first anniversary of the date of birth of the child, subject to whatever extension the court has granted under 
subsection (6). 


(6) The court may grant an extension of a time period specified in clause (5) (a) or (b). 


(7) A parent who makes the statement without the other person who is a parent because that other person is incapable shall 
attach a statutory declaration of the fact to the statement. 


(8) Another person acting on behalf of a child’s parents may make and certify the statement if, 
- (a) both parents are incapable; or 
(b) the child’s mother is incapable and the father is, 
(i) unacknowledged by the mother, or 
(ii) unknown to the mother if there is no other parent of the child. 


(9) A person acting on behalf of a child’s parents who makes and certifies the statement under subsection (8) shall mail or 
deliver the statement, together with a statutory declaration that the circumstances described in clause (8) (a) or (b) apply, to 
the division registrar of the registration division within which the child was born. 


(10) A statement shall contain particulars of the parents listed on it. 


(11) If the appropriate division registrar does not receive a statement respecting a child within the time required by 
subsection (4) or (5), as applicable, the Registrar General may complete, certify and register a statement. 


(12) For the purposes of subsection 9 (3) of the Act, on receiving a certified copy of an order under section 4, 5 or 6 of the 
Children’s Law Reform Act respecting a child who was born in Ontario, but whose birth is not registered in Ontario, the 
Registrar General may register the child’s birth to show the particulars of the child’s parents so that the registration accords 
with the order. 


(13) On receiving a certified copy of an order under section 97 of the Courts of Justice Act that a person is not a parent of 
a child who was born in Ontario, the Registrar General may consider the order in determining how to register the child’s birth 
or to amend the registration to show the particulars of the child’s parents. 


(14) Ifa pregnancy results in the birth of more than one child, a separate statement shall be made in respect of the birth of 
each child. 
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(15) If a statement completed by only one parent of the child or by a person who is not the child’s parent is registered, any 
parent or both parents of the child may apply to the Registrar General under subsection 9 (6) of the Act to amend the 
statement. 


(16) A parent who applies to amend the statement without the other person who is a parent shown on the statement or who 
will be a parent shown on the statement once amended may do so only if that other person is incapable and the applicant 
attaches a statutory declaration to the application stating that the other person is incapable. 


(17) Sections 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 17, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 and 27 of the Act and this section and sections 1, 3 to 15 and 
35 to 47 of this Regulation apply with necessary modifications to still-births. 


3. (1) For the purposes of subsection 9 (2) of the Act, a person who finds a new-born deserted child or who has received 
custody or care and control of an abandoned child shall provide the information concerning the birth of the child that the 
person possesses. 


(2) The person shall provide the information to the division registrar of the registration division, within which the child is 
found, within seven days after finding the child or receiving custody or care and control of the child. 


2. Forms 1, 2, 33 and 34 of the Regulation are revoked. 
3. (1) Subject to subsection (2), this Regulation comes into force on the day it is filed. 


(2) Sections 1 and 2 come into force on the day subsection 102 (5) of the Statute Law Amendment Act (Government

“approved managed forest plan” means a managed forest plan that is approved by a managed forest plan approver as having 
been prepared in accordance with the Ontario government publication published in 2006 titled “Ontario Managed Forest 
Tax Incentive Program Guide”; 


“designated government agent” means a person described as the designated government agent in the Ontario government 
publication published in 2006 titled “Ontario Managed Forest Tax Incentive Program Guide”; 


“managed forest plan approver” means a person designated by the Minister as a managed forest plan approver. 
2. (1) Subsection 9 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding “and sections 9.1 to 9.7” after “this section”. 
(2) Paragraph 1 of subsection 9 (2) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subparagraph: 


i.l two or more individuals as joint tenants or tenants in common if 50 per cent or more of the beneficial interest in 
the land is held by persons described in subparagraph i, 


(3) Paragraph 2 of subsection 9 (2) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “subsection (3)” and substituting 
“subsections (3) and (4)”. 


(4) Paragraph 4 of subsection 9 (2) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “subsection (3)” in the portion 
before subparagraph i and substituting “subsections (3) and (4)”. 


(5) Subsections 9 (3) to (12) of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 


(3) An area in a parcel of land that does not contain enough trees to satisfy the requirements in paragraph 4 of subsection 
(2) forms part of the eligible land in the parcel, 


(a) if the area does not exceed 10 per cent of the forest area on the land or parcel that satisfies the requirements described 
in paragraph 4 of subsection (2); and 


(b) if the area contributes to the objectives set out in the approved managed forest plan for the forest. 


(4) An area in a parcel of land that does not contain enough trees to satisfy the requirements in paragraph 4 of subsection 
(2) forms part of the eligible land in the parcel, 
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(a) if the area cannot support trees through normal forest management activities because of natural constraints; 


(b) if the area does not exceed 25 per cent of the total area of the eligible land, excluding any area that forms part of the 
eligible land by virtue of subsection (3); and 


(c) if the area contributes to the objectives set out in the approved managed forest plan for the forest. 


(5) Eligible land is managed forests land for a taxation year if the requirements set out in subsection (6), (7) or (8) or 
section 9.3 are satisfied. 


(6) If the eligible land was not classified as managed forests land for the previous year, the eligible land is managed forests 
land for a taxation year covered by the approved managed forest plan if an application under section 9.1 is approved. 


(7) If the eligible land was classified as managed forests land for the previous year and if an application under section 9.2 
or 9.4 to have the classification continued was required during the previous year, the eligible land is managed forests land for 
a taxation year covered by the approved managed forest plan if the application was approved. 


(8) If the eligible land was classified as managed forests land for the previous year but no application under section 9.2 
was required during the previous year, the eligible land is managed forests land for a year covered by the approved managed 
forest plan. 


3. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 


9.1 (1) Ifthe owner of eligible land wishes to have it classified as managed forests land for a taxation year and if the land 
was not so classified for the previous taxation year, the owner shall apply in accordance with this section to have it classified 
as managed forests land. 


(2) For 2008 and subsequent taxation years, the owner shall submit the completed application on or before June 30 of the 
previous year and the application must satisfy the requirements set out in section 9.5. 


(3) For the 2007 taxation year, the owner shall submit the completed application on or before August 31, 2006 and the 
application must satisfy the requirements set out in section 9.5. 


(4) Subject to subsection 9.7 (2), the Administrator shall approve an application that satisfies the requirements set out in 
section 9.5. 


9.2 (1) If the owner of eligible land that is classified as managed forests land wishes to have the classification continued 
after the expiry of the approved managed forest plan that was submitted with the most recent prior application for 
classification of the land as managed forests land, the owner shall apply in accordance with this section to have the 
classification continued. 


(2) The owner shall submit the completed application on or before July 31 of the year preceding the year in which the 
approved managed forest plan expires, and the application must satisfy the requirements set out in section 9.5. 


(3) Subject to subsection 9.7 (2), the Administrator shall approve an application that satisfies the requirements set out in 
section 9.5. 


(4) This section applies with respect to 2008 and subsequent taxation years. 


9.3 (1) This section applies, despite subsections 9 (7) and (8), if eligible land was classified as managed forests land 
pursuant to an application that was submitted before January 1, 2006. 


(2) If the land was classified as managed forests lands pursuant to an application that was submitted prior to 2001, the land 
is not classified as managed forests land for 2006 unless the owner submits a completed application on or before August 31, 
2006, and the application satisfies the requirements set out in section 9.5. 


(3) If the land was classified as managed forests land pursuant to an application that was submitted after 2000, the 
approved managed forest plan in effect for 2005 is deemed to expire at the end of the fifth year after the year in which the 
application was made, and the land shall continue to be classified as managed forests land for the extended term of the plan. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), the approved managed forest plans in effect for 2005 are deemed to expire at the end of the 
tenth year after the year in which the application referenced in subsection (3) was made and the land shall continue to be 
classified as managed forests land for the extended term of the plan if the owner applies in accordance with subsection (5). 


(5) The owner shall submit the completed application on or before August 31, 2006, and the application must satisfy the 
requirements set out in section 9.5. 


(6) Subject to subsection 9.7 (2), the Administrator shall approve an application under this section that satisfies the 
requirements set out in section 9.5. 


9.4 (1) If managed forests land changes owners, the land ceases to be classified as managed forests land. 


(2) The new owner of the land may submit an application to continue the classification of the land as managed forests 
land, and the application must satisfy the requirements set out in section 9.5. 
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(3) The deadline for making an application under subsection (2) is the earlier of December 31 of the year in which the land 
is transferred to the new owner or 90 days after the land is transferred to the new owner. 


(4) Subject to subsection 9.7 (2), the Administrator shall approve an application that satisfies the requirements set out in 
section 9.5. 


(5) Ifthe application is approved, 


(a) the classification of the land is deemed, despite subsections (1) and 9 (7), to have continued without interruption for 
the entire year in which the application was made; and 


(b) the approved managed forest plan in effect immediately before the land was transferred to the new owner applies for 
the entire year in which the application was made. 


9.5 For the purposes of subsections 9.1 (2), 9.2 (2), 9.3 (2) and (5) and 9.4 (2), the application must satisfy the following 
requirements: 


1. The application must be made in a form approved by the Administrator and must be submitted to a designated 
government agent. 


2. In the application, the owner must state that the land is eligible land. 
3. In the application, the owner must agree to the following: 
i. To provide, 


A. an approved forest management plan for the land for a term of 10 years commencing the year after the year 
in which the application is made, or to provide such portions of the plan as the designated government 
agent may require, in an application under subsection 9.1 (2), 9.2 (2), 9.3 (2) or 9.4 (2), or 


B. acopy of the approved forest management plan in effect for 2005, or to provide such portions of the plan as 
the designated government agent may require, in an application under subsection 9.3 (5). 


ii. To manage the forest in accordance with the plan. 


iii. To allow a person selected by the Minister of Natural Resources to inspect the land and to inspect documents 
relating to the land to ensure that the land remains eligible land and to ensure that the forest is and has been 
managed in accordance with the plan. 


iv. To co-operate with the person in the course of the inspection. 
4. In the application the owner must state, 


i. in an application under subsection 9.1 (2), if the land was classified as a managed forests for a year other than the 
previous taxation year and if the ownership of the land has not changed since then, that the land was managed in 
accordance with the approved managed forest plan during the term of the plan and that the owner did not fail to 
do anything which the owner agreed to do in the previous application, 


ii. in an application under subsection 9.2 (2) or 9.3 (2) or (5), that the land has been managed in accordance with the 
approved managed forest plan during the period since the date of the most recent prior application for 
classification of the land as managed forests land, and that the owner has not failed to do anything which the 
owner agreed to do in that application. 


9.6 (1) The owner of managed forests land must submit a progress report between January | and July 31 of the fifth year 
after the year in which the owner submitted the most recent prior application under section 9.1, 9.2 or 9.4 for classification of 
the land as managed forests land. 


(2) If the land was continued as managed forests land under subsection 9.3 (4), the owner must submit a progress report 
between January | and July 31 of the fifth year after the year in which the owner submitted the application referred to in 
subsection 9.3 (3), but only if the fifth year is 2008 or a subsequent year. 


(3) The owner must submit the progress report to the Minister and the report must be prepared in a form acceptable to the 
Minister. 


(4) The owner shall notify the designated government agent if any of the following events occurs and shall give the 
designated government agent the particulars of the event: 


1. A change that relates to the eligibility of the land for classification as managed forests land. 
2. A sale of any portion of the land, including the proposed date of the transfer. 
3. A change in any of the information contained in the most recent application for classification. 


4. An increase or decrease in the size of the forest. 
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9.7 (1) Land ceases to be classified as managed forests land if, 

(a) it is not managed in accordance with the approved managed forest plan; 

(b) the owner fails to do anything which the owner agreed to do in the application under section 9.5; or 
(c) the requirements described in section 9.6 are not satisfied.

(a) if the land ceased under subsection (1) to be classified as managed forests land after the date of the most recent prior 
application by the same owner in respect of the land; and 


(b) if the Administrator has determined that there is reason to believe that the owner would not manage the land in 
accordance with the approved managed forest plan, or would fail to satisfy the owner’s obligations described in section 
95 0019.6; 


4. (1) Subsection 34 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “assessment commissioner” at the end and 
substituting “assessment corporation”. 


(2) Subsection 34 (3) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
(3) Section 39.1 of the Act applies with respect to a request described in subsection (1) with the following modifications: 
1. References to the assessment corporation or the assessor are deemed to be references to the Administrator.

4. If, in the settlement, it is agreed that the land will be classified in the managed forests property class, the person who 
requested the reconsideration is deemed to have requested the assessment corporation to re-determine the current value 
of the land in accordance with subsection 19 (5.2) of the Act. 


5. The heading before section 36 of the Regulation and section 36 are revoked and the following substituted: 


SPECIAL CONSIDERATION IF DEADLINE MISSED 


36. (1) The Administrator shall agree to a settlement classifying land in the Se forests property class if all of the 
following conditions are satisfied: 


1. The Administrator receives a request for reconsideration described in subsection 34 (1) on or before December 31 of 
the taxation year. 


2. The requirements for the land to be classified in the managed forests property class have been complied with except 
that the applicable deadline under section 9.1, 9.2, 9.3 or 9.4 for submitting an application for the taxation year was 
missed. 


3. The land would have been eligible to be classified in the managed forests property class if the deadline had not been 
missed. 


4. In the Administrator’s opinion, there are mitigating circumstances explaining why the deadline was missed. 


(2) On a complaint described in section 35, the Commissioner shall make a determination that the land should be 
classified in the managed forests property class if the conditions described in paragraphs 2 and 3 of subsection (1) are 
satisfied and if, in the Commissioner’s opinion, there are mitigating circumstances explaining why the deadline was missed. 

(3) This section applies with respect to 2006 and subsequent taxation years.

DEFINITIONS 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“authorized issuer or guarantor” means, 
(a) Canada, Ontario or another province of Canada, 


(b) an agency of the Government of Canada or a province of Canada, or 
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(c) a bank or financial institution that is supervised or examined by the central bank of Canada or another governmental

“Board” means the Training Completion Assurance Fund Advisory Board established under section 2; (“Conseil”) 


“campus” means a location at which a private career college offers one or more vocational programs; (“campus”)

“General Fund Money” means money in the Fund other than money received by the Superintendent as a result of realizing 
upon security provided by a private career college that has been declared to be forfeited under section 34 or income

“training completion” means training that is provided in accordance with Part VI to allow students enrolled in a vocational

PART II 
TRAINING COMPLETION ASSURANCE FUND ADVISORY BOARD 


Establishment of Board 


2. For the purposes of section 4 of the Act, an advisory board is hereby established to be known in English as the Training 
Completion Assurance Fund Advisory Board and in French as Conseil consultatif du Fonds d’assurance pour |’achévement 
de la formation. 


Composition of Board 

3. (1) The Board shall be composed of, 

(a) the Superintendent, who is a member by virtue of his or her office; and 

(b) five to nine members who shall be appointed by the Minister. 

(2) The Minister shall use his or her best efforts to ensure that the members appointed under clause (1) (b) include, 

(a) representatives of private career colleges; 

(b) students or former students of private career colleges; 

(c) persons with no affiliation to any private career college; and 

(d) an actuary. 

(3) A majority of the members of the Board shall be representatives of private career colleges. 

(4) The Superintendent is a non-voting member of the Board. 

(5) The Superintendent may appoint a delegate to sit as a member of the Board in his or her stead. 

(6) The Minister shall appoint one of the members of the Board as the chair of the Board and another member as vice- 
chair. 
Term of office 

4. A Board member is appointed for such term as may be specified in the appointment and is eligible for reappointment. 
Remuneration and expenses 

5. (1) Board members shall receive no remuneration for carrying out their duties as Board members. 


(2) Board members shall be reimbursed for reasonable travel expenses and other reasonable expenses incurred in carrying 
out their duties as Board members. 


Indemnification of members 


6. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the Superintendent shall indemnify out of General Fund Money a member or 
former member of the Board, or any heirs or legal representatives of the member or former member, against all costs and 
liabilities reasonably incurred in respect of any civil action or proceeding to which the member or former member is made a 
party by reason of being or having been a member of the Board. 


(2) The Superintendent shall indemnify a person under subsection (1) only if the member or former member acted 
honestly and in good faith in the performance or intended performance of his or her duties with respect to the matters alleged 
in the action or proceeding. 
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(3) The Superintendent shall not pay any General Fund Money for the purposes of indemnifying a member or former 
member under subsection (1) if liability insurance has been purchased under subsection (4). 


(4) The Superintendent may, on the recommendation of the Board, pay General Fund Money in order to purchase and 
maintain insurance for the benefit of members or former members of the Board against any liability that would otherwise be 
indemnified against out of General Fund Money under subsection (1). 


Quorum 
7. A majority of the Board members, excluding the Superintendent or his or her delegate, constitutes a quorum. 
Administrative support 


8. The Minister shall provide the Board with such administrative support as the Minister considers necessary for the 
purposes of the Board. 


Board functions 
9. The Board shall perform the following functions: 


1. Provide advice and make recommendations to the Superintendent with respect to the administration of the Fund, 
including the amount of premiums, surcharges and levies to be paid into the Fund by private career colleges and the 
frequency of the payments. 


2. Make recommendations with respect to guidelines that the Superintendent may adopt governing situations where a 
private career college ceases to provide a vocational program and, in particular, the provision and administration of 
training completion and the payment of training completion costs and refunds under Part VI in such situations. 


3. Make recommendations to the Superintendent with respect to the measures to be taken in the event of a particular 
private career college ceasing to operate. 


4. Make recommendations to the Superintendent on the suitability of any person, private career college or organization 
that may be approved under section 40 to provide training completion to the former students of a private career college 
that ceases to operate. 


5. Develop and submit to the Superintendent recommended strategies to promote public awareness of the Fund. 


6. Provide advice to the Superintendent with respect to the engaging of persons to provide professional, technical or other 
assistance to the Board under section 19. 


7. Provide advice to the Superintendent with respect to the criteria to be used, for the purposes of clause 14 (1) (d) of the 
Act, in determining whether an applicant for registration under the Act can be expected to be financially responsible in 
the operation of a private career college. 


Reports 


10. (1) The Board shall provide the Superintendent with such reports and information as the Superintendent may request 
from time to time within the time period specified by the Superintendent. 


(2) The Superintendent may publish the reports and information provided by the Board under subsection (1) in such 
manner as the Superintendent considers advisable. 


PART III 
TRAINING COMPLETION ASSURANCE FUND 


ESTABLISHMENT OF FUND 
Establishment of Fund 
11. (1) The Training Completion Assurance Fund is established for the purposes of section 3 of the Act. 
(2) The Fund shall be composed of money from the following sources: 
1. Premiums, surcharges and levies payable by private career colleges under sections 13, 14 and Part IV. 
2. Interest charged under sections 16 and 24 and subsection 30 (3) on late payments of premiums, surcharges and levies. 


3. Any income earned by the Fund, including income received by the Superintendent on any security provided under 
section 32. 


4. Money received by the Superintendent as the result of realizing upon any security provided by a private career college 
that has been declared to be forfeited under section 34. 


5. Money recovered in an action brought by the Superintendent under section 49. 


6. Donations made to the Fund. 
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(3) Money received under subsection (2) shall be held in a separate interest-bearing account in the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund to be known as the Training Completion Assurance Fund Account. 
Fiscal year 

12. (1) The Fund’s fiscal year begins on January | of any given year. 

(2) Despite subsection (1), the period beginning on the day this Regulation comes into force and ending on December 31, 
2007 shall be deemed to be the first fiscal year for purposes of the operation of the Fund. 
Founding premiums 


13. (1) Subject to section 31, all private career colleges that are registered under the Act on the day this Regulation comes 
into force shall pay founding premiums to the Superintendent for deposit to the Fund for the Fund’s first two fiscal years in 
accordance with this section. 

(2) A private career college shall pay a founding premium with respect to each of the college’s registration periods that 
overlaps with the Fund’s first two fiscal years in accordance with subsection (3). 


(3) Depending on the length of any registration period of a private career college, a private career college shall pay either 
two or three founding premiums as follows: 


1. The first founding premium shall be paid with respect to the period that begins on January 1, 2007 and ends when the 
college’s registration in effect on that date expires. 


2. The second founding premium shall be paid with respect to the college’s following period of registration. 


3. If the periods of registration referred to in paragraphs | and 2 total less than 24 months, a third founding premium shall 
be paid with respect to the balance of the 24 months remaining in the following period of registration in accordance 
with subsection (8). 


(4) The second founding premium and any third founding premium shall be paid by a private career college at such time 
before the college’s renewal of registration as may be specified by the Superintendent. 


(5) The Superintendent shall give each private career college written notice of the day on which a founding premium is 
payable. 


(6) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a private career college’s first founding premium in accordance with 
the following rules: 


1. If the period with respect to which the founding premium is paid is a period of one year, multiply by 0.875 per cent the 
amount of the college’s annual gross revenue from vocational programs, as indicated in the most recent financial 
statements available to the Superintendent on the day the amount is determined. 


2. If the period with respect to which the founding premium is paid exceeds or is less than one year, 
i, determine the amount under paragraph 1, and 


il. increase or decrease the amount proportionately, based on the amount of time by which the period exceeds or is 
less than one year. 


(7) If the registration period in respect of which the second founding premium is paid ends on or before December 31, 
2008, the Superintendent shall determine the amount of the premium by multiplying the amount of the college’s annual gross 
revenue from vocational programs, as indicated in the most recent financial statements available to the Superintendent on the 
day the amount is determined, by 0.875 per cent. 


(8) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a second founding premium that is paid with respect to a registration 
period that ends after December 31, 2008 and the amount of any third founding premium in accordance with the following 
rules: 


1. Determine the portion of the registration period that will elapse before January 1, 2009. 


2. Determine the amount in accordance with paragraph | of subsection (6) and reduce that amount proportionately to the 
portion determined under paragraph 1. 


Founding surcharge 


14. (1) Subject to section 31, in the Fund’s third fiscal year and in every subsequent fiscal year until the Fund reaches the 
value described in subsection (2), every private career college shall pay a founding surcharge to the Superintendent for 
deposit to the Fund in accordance with this section, in addition to paying its annual premium under section 26. 


(2) The founding surcharge shall be paid annually until the value of the Fund equals or exceeds 3 per cent of the total 
gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career colleges in Ontario for the Fund’s previous fiscal year. 
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(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career colleges in 
Ontario shall be determined by adding the gross revenue from the vocational programs of each private career college, as set 
out in the college’s most recent financial statements filed before the beginning of the Fund’s fiscal year in which the founding 
surcharge is payable. 


(4) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a private career college’s founding surcharge for one of the Fund’s 
fiscal years by multiplying the amount of the college’s annual premium for the same fiscal year, as determined in accordance 
with section 26, by 6. 


(5) In the case of a private career college that registers under the Act for the first time after this Regulation comes into 
force, the private career college shall begin to pay a founding surcharge annually in accordance with this section once it has 
paid its two initial annual premiums under section 25. 


Prorated amounts of founding surcharges and subsequent annual premiums 


15. If a private career college is required to pay a founding premium in a second or third registration period under 
subsection 13 (8), the Superintendent shall determine the amount of the annual premium payable under section 26 and of any 
founding surcharge payable under section 14 for such registration period in accordance with the following rules: 


1. The annual premium is determined by, 


i. determining the portion of the registration period that will elapse from January 1, 2009 until the last day of the 
period; and 

ii. calculating the amount of the annual premium for the entire registration period in accordance with section 26 and 
reducing that amount proportionately to the portion determined under subparagraph 1. 


2. The founding surcharge is determined by calculating the amount of the founding surcharge for the entire registration 
period in accordance with section 14 and reducing that amount proportionately by the portion determined under 
subparagraph | i. 

Late payment 

16. If a private career college fails to remit all or part of a founding premium within 30 days of receiving notice under 
subsection 13 (5) or fails to remit all or part of a founding surcharge together with the annual premium under section 26, the 
Superintendent shall charge interest on the unpaid amount at the interest rate payable on unpaid taxes under the Retail Sales 
Lax Act. 


ADMINISTRATION OF FUND 
Administration of Fund 
17. (1) The Superintendent is responsible for the administration and management of the Fund. 


(2) At the request of the Superintendent, a private career college shall provide him or her with such information as the 
Superintendent considers necessary for the administration and management of the Fund. 


Payments out of Fund 


18. (1) The Superintendent may direct that money received by the Superintendent as a result of realizing upon security 
provided by a private career college that has been declared to be forfeited under section 34 be paid out of the Fund for the 
following purposes only: 


1. To pay training completion costs under section 45 or claims made by students under sections 42, 43 and 44 that arise 
as a result of that private career college ceasing to operate in the circumstances described in subsection 38 (1). 
2. To pay any excess amount referred to in section 48. 


(2) The Superintendent may direct that income received by the Superintendent on security provided by a private career 
college that has not been declared to be forfeited under section 34 be paid out of the Fund to the private career college to the 
extent that the sum of the value of the security and the income received by the Superintendent exceed the amount of security 
required to be provided by the college under section 33. 


(3) The Superintendent may direct that General Fund Money be paid out of the Fund for the following purposes only: 


1. Subject to subsections (4) and (6), to pay training completion costs under section 45 or claims made by students under 
sections 42, 43 and 44 that arise as a result of a private career college ceasing to operate in the circumstances described 


in subsection 38 (1). 


2. To reimburse the members of the Board for reasonable expenses incurred in carrying out their duties as Board 
members. 


3. To pay for the expenses incurred by the Superintendent for purposes of the administration and management of the 
Fund. 
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4. To pay for the indemnification of persons under subsections 6 (1) and (2) or for the cost of insurance referred to in 
subsection 6 (4). 


5. To pay the amount of any overpayment referred to in clause 30 (1) (b). 


(4) No General Fund Money shall be paid out of the Fund for the purpose referred to in paragraph | of subsection (3) 
where security provided by the private career college is declared to be forfeited under section 34 before January 1, 2009. 


(5) General Fund Money may be paid out of the Fund for the purpose referred to in paragraph 1 of subsection (3) where 
security provided by the private career college is declared to be forfeited under section 34 on or after January 1, 2009, even if 
the event referred to in subsection 34 (1) that gave rise to the declaration of forfeiture occurred before that date. 


(6) No General Fund Money shall be paid out of the Fund for the purpose referred to in paragraph 1 of subsection (3) if 
the private career college ceased to operate at a time when it was exempt from making payments under section 31. 


Employees and experts 


19. The Superintendent may engage persons to provide professional, technical or other assistance to the Superintendent or 
to the Board. 


Annual reports 


20. The Board and the Superintendent shall prepare a joint annual report on the activities of the Board and of the Fund and 
shall submit the report to the Minister. 


PART IV 
PREMIUMS AND LEVIES 


Collection of information 


21. (1) For the purpose of determining the amount of any premium, surcharge or levy that a private career college is 
required to pay under this Regulation, every private career college shall, 


(a) upon application for registration or renewal of registration under the Act, submit to the Superintendent a copy of the 
private career college’s financial statements prepared by a public accountant licensed under the Public Accounting Act, 
2004 in respect of the private career college’s most recently completed fiscal year; 


(b) at the request of the Superintendent, submit financial statements prepared by a public accountant licensed under the 
Public Accounting Act, 2004 with respect to such period of time as the Superintendent may specify; 


(c) at the request of the Superintendent, submit such additional information as the Superintendent considers necessary to 
make his or her determination. 


(2) A private career college shall provide the Superintendent with audited financial statements prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles if requested to do so by the Superintendent. 


Payments to Fund by private career colleges 
22. Subject to section 31, every private career college shall pay to the Superintendent for deposit to the Fund, 
(a) founding premiums in accordance with section 13, if applicable; 
(b) founding surcharges in accordance with section 14, if applicable; 
(c) initial annual premiums in accordance with section 25, if applicable; 
(d) annual premiums in accordance with section 26; 
(e) any premium surcharges required under section 28; and 
(f) any levy required under section 29. 
Notice of premium, etc. 


23. (1) The Superintendent shall give every private career college written notice of the day on which any premium, 
surcharge or levy is due. 


(2) A private career college that receives notice under subsection (1) shall pay the premium, surcharge or levy within 30 
days of receiving the notice. 


Late payment 


24. If a private career college fails to remit all or part of a premium, surcharge or levy within 30 days of receiving notice 
under section 23, the Superintendent shall charge interest on the unpaid amount at the interest rate payable on unpaid taxes 
under the Retail Sales Tax Act.

Initial annual premiums 


25. (1) Subject to section 31, every private career college that registers under the Act for the first time after the day this 
Regulation comes into force shall pay to the Superintendent for deposit to the Fund the initial annual premiums referred to in 
clause 22 (c) for the first 24 months after the college is registered under the Act. 


(2) A private career college shall pay an initial premium with respect to each registration period that begins during the 24- 
month period referred to in subsection (1). 


(3) Depending on the length of the first registration period established under section 17 of the Act, a private career college 
shall pay either two or three initial premiums as follows: 


1. The first initial annual premium shall be paid with respect to the first period of registration. 
2. The second initial annual premium shall be paid with respect to the second period of registration. 


3. If the second registration period ends before the end of the 24-month period referred to in subsection (1), a third initial 
annual premium shall be paid with respect to the third period of registration. 


(4) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a private career college’s first initial annual premium in accordance 
with the following rules: 


1. If the period with respect to which the initial annual premium is paid is a period of one year, multiply by 0.875 per 
cent the amount of the college’s annual gross revenue from vocational programs, as indicated in the most recent 
financial statements available to the Superintendent on the day the amount is determined. 


2. If the period with respect to which the initial annual premium is paid exceeds or is less than one year, 
i. determine the amount under paragraph 1, and 


ii. increase or decrease the amount proportionately, based on the amount of time by which the period exceeds or is 
less than one year. 


(5) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a second and any third initial annual premium in accordance with 
the following rules: 


1. If the first period of registration referred to in paragraph | of subsection (3) is 12 months, determine the amount for the 
second registration period in accordance with paragraph | of subsection (4). 


2. If the first period of registration referred to in paragraph 1 of subsection (3) is less than 12 months, determine the 
amount for the second registration period in accordance with paragraph | of subsection (4) and the amount for the 
third registration period in accordance with paragraph 2 of subsection (4). 


3. If the first period of registration referred to in paragraph | of subsection (3) is more than 12 months, determine the 
amount for the second registration period in accordance with paragraph 2 of subsection (4). 


Subsequent annual premiums 
26. (1) Subject to section 31, this section applies to a private career college, 


(a) after it has paid its last founding premium under section 13, in the case of a private career college that is registered 
under the Act on the day this Regulation comes into force; or 


(b) after it has paid its last initial annual premium under section 25, in the case of a private career college that registers 
under the Act for the first time after the day this Regulation comes into force. 


(2) A private career college shall pay an annual premium to the Superintendent for deposit to the Fund on such day before 
every renewal of registration as may be specified in the notice referred to in section 23. 


(3) The amount of an annual premium to be paid by a private career college shall be the greater of, 
(a) $500.00; or 
(b) the amount determined using the following formula:

where, 


“A” is, subject to subsection (4), the percentage set out in Column 2 of the Table to this subsection opposite the range 
of credit risk scores set out in Column | of the Table within which the private career college’s credit risk score 
falls, as indicated in a report prepared by a credit rating agency, and 

“B” is the private career college’s highest monthly unearned revenue account balance from fees paid by students in 
respect of vocational programs during the college’s most recent fiscal year that ended before the day the annual 
premium is assessed.

(4) For the purposes of the formula in clause (3) (b), the percentage referred to in the description of “A” shall be 1.25 per 
cent and not the amount determined in accordance with the Table to subsection (3) if, 


(a) a report by a credit rating agency is not available with respect to a particular private career college; or 


(b) the private career college is a partnership or sole proprietorship and the partners of the partnership or the sole 
proprietor, as the case may be, have refused to consent to the Superintendent obtaining a report from a credit rating 
agency regarding their credit rating. 


(5) For the purposes of the formula in clause (3) (b), a private career college’s unearned revenue account balance from 
fees paid by students in respect of vocational programs, for any given month in the college’s fiscal year, shall be determined 
in accordance with the following rules: 


1. Determine the portion of any fees collected in previous months as prepaid fees that remains unearned at the beginning 
of the month. 


2. Add the amount of any prepaid unearned fees collected during the month to the amount determined under paragraph 1. 


3. Subtract from the sum determined under paragraph 2 the portion of the fees referred to in paragraphs | and 2 that is 
earned by the private career college during the month. 


Prorated amounts of founding surcharges, premium surcharges and subsequent annual premiums 


27. If a private career college is required to pay an initial annual premium in a second or third registration period under 
subsection 25 (5), the Superintendent shall determine the amount of the founding surcharge payable under section 14, the 
premium surcharge payable under section 28 or the annual premium payable under section 26 in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. The annual premium is determined by, 


i. determining the portion of the registration period that will elapse from the end of the 24-month period referred to 
in subsection 25 (1) until the last day of the period, and 


il. calculating the amount of the annual premium for the entire registration period in accordance with section 26 and 
reducing that amount proportionately to the portion determined under subparagraph i. 


2. The founding surcharge or premium surcharge, as the case may be, is determined by calculating the amount of the 
surcharge in accordance with subsection 14 (4) or subsection 28 (3), as applicable, based on the annual premium 
calculated in accordance with subparagraph | ii. 


Premium surcharge 


28. (1) This section does not apply until after the end of the Fund’s last fiscal year in which a founding surcharge is 
payable under section 14. 


(2) If, at the end of one of the Fund’s fiscal years, the value of the Fund is less than 3 per cent of the total gross revenues 
from vocational programs of all private career colleges in Ontario for the Fund’s previous fiscal year, as determined under 
subsection (5), 


(a) the Superintendent shall, during the Fund’s next fiscal year, give notice of a premium surcharge to every private career 
college, together with the notice of annual premium sent under section 23; and 


(b) subject to section 31, every private career college shall pay the premium surcharge in accordance with this section, in 
addition to the annual premium payable under section 26. 


(3) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a premium surcharge payable by a private career college by 
multiplying the amount of the college’s annual premium determined in accordance with section 26 or 27, by the number 
determined under subsection (4). 


(4) The number referred to in subsection (3) shall be the number set out in Column 2 of the Table to this subsection 
opposite the percentage of the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career colleges in Ontario, as set 
out in Column | of the Table, that the value of the Fund was at the end of the Fund’s previous fiscal year referred to in 
subsection (2).

(5) For the purposes of subsections (2) and (4), the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career 
colleges in Ontario shall be determined by adding the gross revenue from such programs of each private career college, as set 
out in the most recent financial statements filed by each college before the day on which the value of the Fund is assessed. 


Levies 
29. (1) This section applies only on or after January 1, 2009. 
(2) Subject to section 31, the Superintendent may impose a levy on all private career colleges if, 


(a) the value of the Fund falls below 1.5 per cent of the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career 
colleges in Ontario, as determined under subsection (4); and 


(b) the Superintendent has reasonable grounds to believe that the money in the Fund or to be paid into the Fund will not be 
sufficient to meet projected payments out of the Fund in accordance with section 18. 


(3) The Superintendent may give notice of a levy at any time during a fiscal year of the Fund, and the levy shall be paid by 
all private career colleges, in addition to any surcharge or premium that may be required to be paid in the fiscal year under 
section 14, 25, 26 or 28. 


(4) For the purposes of clause (2) (a), the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career colleges in 
Ontario shall be determined by adding the annual gross revenue from such programs of each private career college, as set out 
in the most recent financial statements filed by each college before the day on which the value of the Fund is assessed. 


(5) In determining whether to impose a levy, the Superintendent shall consult with the Board. 


(6) The Superintendent shall determine the amount of a levy to be paid by all private career colleges taking into account 
the factors listed in subsection (7). 


(7) The following are the factors to be considered in determining the amount of the levy: 
1. The amount of any decline in the value of the Fund. 
2. The projected amounts to be paid out of the Fund under Part VI over the 12-month period that follows the date the 
levy is payable. 
3. The effect that the levy will have on the private career college sector. 


(8) Despite subsection (6), the amount of the total levy to be paid by each private career college shall not be greater than 
0.875 per cent of the total gross revenues from vocational programs of the private career college in the fiscal year of the 
college, as set out in the most recent financial statements filed by the college before the day on which the levy is imposed. 


(9) Each private career college shall pay, subject to the limit set out in subsection (8), the same percentage rate of a levy. 


Adjustment to payments 


30. (1) If the Superintendent receives audited financial statements from a private career college under subsection 21 (2) 
indicating that the amount of any payment previously made by the college under section 22 was incorrect, the Superintendent 
may determine the amount, based on the audited financial statements and, 


(a) if that amount is more than the amount of the payment previously received, shall give the college notice that it must 
pay the difference between the two amounts within 30 days of receipt of the notice; and 


(b) if that amount is less than the amount of the payment previously received, shall pay the amount of the overpayment to 
the college. 
(2) A private career college that receives notice of an adjustment to a payment for a fiscal year under clause (1) (a) shall 
remit the amount of the adjustment to the Superintendent within 30 days of receipt of the notice. 


(3) If a private career college fails to remit the amount of the adjustment on the day it is due, the Superintendent shall 
charge interest on the unpaid amount at the interest rate payable on unpaid taxes under the Retail Sales Tax Act. 
Exemption 


31. (1) A private career college is exempt from making a payment referred to in section 22 once the private career 
college’s gross annual revenue from vocational programs in any of its fiscal years, as shown on its financial statements, 
equals or exceeds $25,000,000. 
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(2) A private career college that becomes exempt from making payments under subsection (1) continues to be exempt 
until the financial statements submitted to the Superintendent under section 21 indicate that the private career college’s gross 
annual revenue from vocational programs has fallen to less than $20,000,000. 


(3) The gross annual revenue from vocational programs of a private career college that is exempted shall not be included 
when determining the total gross revenues from vocational programs of all private career colleges in subsection 14 (3) or in 
section 26, 28 or 29. 


PART V 
SECURITY 


Security required 


32. (1) For the purposes of section 6 of the Act and subject to subsection (7), every applicant for registration or for 
renewal of a registration under section 14 of the Act shall provide the Superintendent with security that meets the 
requirements described in this section in an amount determined under section 33. 


(2) The security shall be made payable to the Crown and shall be one of the following: 
1. A personal bond accompanied by collateral security. 
2. A bond issued or guaranteed by an authorized issuer or guarantor. 
3. A letter of credit issued or guaranteed by an authorized issuer or guarantor. 
(3) The types of security referred to in subsection (2) shall be in a form approved by the Superintendent. 


(4) The classes of negotiable security that may be accepted as collateral security for a personal bond under paragraph | of 
subsection (2) are, 


(a) bonds issued or guaranteed by Canada; or 
(b) bonds issued or guaranteed by any province of Canada. 
(5) The security must meet the following specifications: 
1. The amount of the security must become payable to the Crown upon the direction of the Superintendent. 


2. The Superintendent may give the direction referred to in paragraph | in the circumstances described in section 34 at 
any time during the period covered by the security and, subject to subsection (6), up to six months after the last day of 
that period. 


3. If the security is in the form described in paragraph 2 of subsection (2), the authorized issuer or guarantor is not 
entitled to cancel the security before it expires unless, 


i. the authorized issuer or guarantor gives at least two months’ written notice to the Superintendent and to the 
private career college that the authorized issuer or guarantor wishes to cancel it, and 


ii. the Superintendent gives the authorized issuer or guarantor a written acknowledgement of receipt of the notice 
under subparagraph 1, specifying the date on or after which the security may be cancelled. 


(6) Despite paragraph 2 of subsection (5) or any provision in a security instrument, an institution that provided a bond 
referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection (2) on behalf of a private career college as security under this Part shall not be 
required to pay the bond to the Crown after the last day of the period covered by it if, on or before the last day of that period, 
the private career college provided the Superintendent with a personal bond or letter of credit referred to in paragraph | or 3 
of subsection (2). 


(7) An applicant for registration, or for renewal of a registration, under section 14 of the Act is not required to provide 
security under this section if the applicant is a registered charity as defined in subsection 248 (1) of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada) and has a charity registration number issued by the Canada Revenue Agency. 


Amount of security 
33. (1) Subject to subsections (4), (6) and (7), the amount of the security shall be, 
(a) in the case of an applicant for registration under the Act, the greater of, 
(1) $10,000, and 
(11) the amount determined under subsection (2); 

(b) in the case of an applicant for renewal of registration, the greater of, 
(1) $10,000, and 


(11) the amount determined under subsection (3). 
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(2) For the purposes of clause (1) (a), the amount shall be equal to 10 per cent of the private career college’s gross annual 
revenue from fees that will be paid by students in respect of vocational programs during the private career college’s first 12 
months of operation, as indicated in the applicant’s pro forma financial statements. 


(3) For the purposes of subclause (1) (b) (ii), the amount shall be equal to 25 per cent of the private career college’s 
highest monthly unearned revenue account balance from fees paid by students in respect of vocational programs during the 
college’s last fiscal year that ended before the application for renewal is made, as set out in the college’s financial statements 
for that fiscal year. 


(4) If the amount determined under subsection (2) or (3) is greater than $3,000,000, the amount of the security that an 
applicant must pay under subsection (1) is $3,000,000. 


(5) For the purposes of subsection (3), a private career college’s unearned revenue account balance, from fees paid by 
students in respect of vocational programs, for any given month shall be determined in accordance with the following rules: 


1. Determine the portion of any fees collected in previous months as prepaid fees that remains unearned at the beginning 
of the month. 


2. Add the amount of any prepaid unearned fees collected during the month to the amount determined under paragraph 1. 


3. Subtract from the sum determined under paragraph 2 the portion of the fees referred to in paragraphs | and 2 that is 
earned by the private career college during the month. 


(6) The Superintendent may, 


(a) subject to subsection (4), increase the amount of the security to be provided by an applicant under this section if the 
applicant opens a campus or offers a vocational program at a campus that did not previously offer the program, or in 
any other circumstance in which the Superintendent is satisfied that the increased amount is necessary to provide 
appropriate protection for the students of a private career college; or 


(b) decrease the amount of the security to be provided by an applicant under this section if the Superintendent is satisfied 
that the decreased amount will provide appropriate protection for the students of the private career college. 


(7) If an applicant is exempt from paying premiums, surcharges or levies under section 31, the amount of security the 
applicant is required to provide under this section is $3,000,000. 


(8) Any security provided by a private career college shall be deposited with the Superintendent and maintained in the 
amount required under this section. 


Forfeiture of security 


34. (1) The Superintendent may declare the security provided by a private career college under section 32 to be forfeited 
if either of the following events occurs: 


1. A private career college has ceased to operate and discontinued all vocational programs before some of the students 
enrolled in the programs had completed their training. 


2. The Superintendent has issued a proposal to suspend, revoke or refuse to renew a private career college’s registration. 


(2) If the Superintendent decides to declare a security to be forfeited under subsection (1), he or she shall do so within 12 
months of having knowledge of the occurrence of the event that gave rise to the decision. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), if the event that gives rise to the Superintendent’s decision to declare a security to be forfeited 
occurred before the day this Regulation comes into force, the Superintendent may make the declaration within 12 months of 
the day this Regulation comes into force. 


(4) Upon declaring a security to be forfeited, 


(a) the amount of the security becomes due and owing by the person bound by the security as a debt due to the Crown in 
right of Ontario; and 


(b) the Superintendent shall direct the person bound by the security to pay the amount of the security to the Crown. 


(5) The Superintendent may take such measures as he or she sees fit for the enforcement of the security, including by 
taking measures under the Personal Property Security Act, or by bringing a proceeding under the Bankruptcy and Insolvency 
Act (Canada), the Courts of Justice Act, the Corporations Act, or the Winding-up and Restructuring Act (Canada), for the 
appointment of an interim receiver, custodian, trustee, receiver or liquidator, as the case may be. 


Transition 


35. (1) Subject to this section, any security that was provided by a private career college before the day this Regulation 
comes into force and that is in effect on that day shall continue in effect after that day. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), if a private career college provides new security to the Superintendent after the day this 
Regulation comes into force but before January 1, 2009, the security shall meet the requirements of this Part. 
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(3) Until January 1, 2009, the amount of any security provided by a private career college shall be determined in 
accordance with subsections 9 (2.2) to (2.9) of Regulation 939 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made 
under the Private Career Colleges Act, despite their revocation. 

(4) Despite subsection (3), until January 1, 2009, an applicant for registration or for renewal of registration is not required 
to provide security in accordance with subsection (3) if the applicant is a registered charity as defined in subsection 248 (1) of 
the Income Tax Act (Canada) and has a charity registration number issued by the Canada Revenue Agency. 

(5) If the Superintendent declares the security provided by a private career college to be forfeited after the day this 
Regulation comes into force but before January |, 2009, the following rules apply to the making and paying out of any claims 
for the proceeds of the security: 


1. Any former student of the private career college who had not completed a vocational program on the day the program 
was discontinued may file a claim with the Superintendent for a refund of any unearned fee paid in respect of the 
program. 

2. A claim by a former student shall be made within six months after the day the Superintendent declares the security to 
be forfeited. 

3. The Superintendent shall not pay any claims made under paragraph 2 until the expiry of the six-month period for 
making claims. 


4. If, after the expiry of the six-month claim period, the Superintendent determines that the total amount of the claims 
against the security exceed the amount of the security, the Superintendent may reduce the amounts to which the 
students would otherwise be entitled on a proportional basis in accordance with the amount of the security available. 


5. Despite paragraph 3, the Superintendent may pay claims made by former students and training completion costs before 
the expiry of the six-month claim period if the Superintendent has reasonable grounds to believe that the total amount 
to be paid out of the proceeds will not exceed the amount of the security. 


(6) Any bond provided by a private career college under paragraph 2 of subsection 32 (2) that has not been declared to be 
forfeited shall, as of January 1, 2009, be deemed to be cancelled and no further liability attaches to the bond. 


(7) Before a security is deemed to be cancelled under subsection (6), the private career college that provided the security 
shall provide the Superintendent with new security that satisfies the requirements of section 33 and that will be in effect as of 
January 1, 2009. 


(8) Despite any provision in this Part or under the Private Career Colleges Act or any provision in a security instrument, 
an institution that provided a bond under paragraph 2 of subsection 32 (2) on behalf of a private career college shall not be 
required to pay the security to the Crown after the security expires or is cancelled if, upon the expiry or cancellation of the 
security or its deemed cancellation under subsection (6), the private career college provided the Superintendent with either a 
letter of credit or a personal bond that meets the requirements of this Part. 


PART VI 
TRAINING COMPLETION AND REFUND OF FEES WHERE PRIVATE CAREER COLLEGE CEASES TO OPERATE 


Definitions 
36. In this Part, 
“forfeited security” means security declared to be forfeited under section 34. 
General limitation 
37. All amounts referred to in sections 41, 42, 43, 44 and 45 are subject to the rules and limits set out in section 47. 
Duty to provide training completion, refunds 


38. (1) The Superintendent shall ensure that training completion or refunds are provided to the former students of a 
private career college in accordance with this Part if the private career college, 


(a) has ceased to operate; and 


(b) has discontinued one or more of its vocational programs before the former students enrolled in the program completed 
the program. 


(2) In carrying out his or her responsibilities with respect to the provision of training completion under this Part, the 
Superintendent may have regard to a training completion plan prepared by a private career college under section 39. 


Training completion plan 


39. (1) Every private career college shall include a copy of its training completion plan with respect to a vocational 
program in every application for approval of the vocational program submitted under section 23 of the Act. 


(2) A training completion plan shall be in a form approved by the Superintendent. 
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(3) A training completion plan shall, 
(a) identify one or more persons, private career colleges or organizations that the private career college believes are 
capable of providing training completion to its students in the event that the college should cease to operate; and 


(b) include a statement explaining how this training will allow the students to complete their training in the vocation and a 
comparison of the vocational program that was discontinued and the vocational program or training that could be 
provided by the person, private career college or organization referred to in clause (a). 


(4) If events have occurred that would affect the information referred to in clause (3) (a) or (b) or any other information in 
the training completion plan, the private career college shall make such changes as are necessary to the plan. 


(5) A private career college shall give the Superintendent written notice of any changes to a training completion plan, 
including a description of the changes, within five days of the changes occurring. 


Approval of training completion provider 


40. (1) If one or more students of a private career college have not completed a vocational program in the circumstances 
described in subsection 38 (1), the Superintendent shall use his or her best efforts to identify and approve a person, private 
career college or organization for the purposes of providing training completion to the former students. 


(2) The Superintendent may approve one or more persons, private career colleges or organizations for the purposes of 
providing the training completion to the former students of a private career college if, 


(a) the person, private career college or organization is capable of providing training that is comparable in content and 
quality to that of the discontinued vocational program in which the former students had been enrolled; 


(b) the person, private career college or organization is reasonably accessible to the former students; 


(c) the person, private career college or organization agrees to provide the training completion on such terms as may be 
determined by the Superintendent; and 


(d) the cost of the training completion is less than the maximum amount payable under subsection 47 (6). 
(3) A person, private career college or organization may be approved to provide training completion under subsection (2) 


even if the person, private career college or organization has not been approved by the Superintendent to provide the 
vocational program to which the training completion relates. 


(4) The Superintendent shall contact the former students of a private career college by such method as the Superintendent 
considers appropriate and advise the former students as to whether training completion is available and, if so, identify the one 
or more persons, private career colleges or organizations that will be providing the training completion. 


(5) A former student shall, within 14 days of being advised that training completion is available, inform the 
Superintendent in writing as to whether he or she chooses to attend training completion. 


(6) The Superintendent may collect such information as he or she considers necessary before advising former students 
under subsection (4). 
Where training completion available 
41. (1) If the Superintendent approves a person, private career college or organization to provide training completion to 
the former students of a private career college, 
(a) except as provided under subsection (2), no person shall charge the former students a fee in respect of their 
participation in the training completion; 
(b) the Superintendent shall pay the training completion costs referred to in section 45 to the person, private career college 
or organization that provides the training completion to the former students; and 
(c) the Superintendent shall pay the following amounts to the former students: 
(i) amounts to pay for expenses described in section 42 incurred by former students while participating in the 
training completion, and 
(ii) any refunds that may be claimed under section 43 by former students who refuses to participate in the training 
completion. 


(2) A person, private career college or organization that provides training completion to the former students of a private 
career college that has ceased to operate in the circumstances described in subsection 38 (1), or the Superintendent, may 
charge a former student fees in respect of their participation in the training completion if, 

(a) at the time the private career college ceased operating, the former student owed all or part of his or her fees in respect 

of a vocational program to the private career college; and 

(b) the training completion agreement between the person, private career college or organization and the Superintendent 

provides for the recovery of the unpaid fees by the Superintendent or the person, private career college or organization, 
as the case may be. 
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Student expenses re: training completion 


42. (1) The Superintendent shall reimburse out of the Fund, in accordance with this section, the following expenses 
incurred by former students of a private career college while participating in training completion provided under this Part: 


1. Any reasonable costs, as determined by the Superintendent, incurred in order to provide care to children or other 
persons who are dependent on the student for care while the student attends training completion. 


2. Any reasonable transportation costs, as determined by the Superintendent, incurred in travelling to and from the place 
at which training completion is provided. 


(2) The Superintendent shall not reimburse any expenses except to the extent that they have been approved under 
subsection (4). 


(3) A former student of a private career college who anticipates incurring any of the expenses referred to in subsection (1) 
while participating in training completion shall prepare an estimate of the expenses and submit it to the Superintendent for 
approval under subsection (4), together with documentation in support of the estimate required by the Superintendent, at the 
time the student informs the Superintendent in writing that he or she chooses to participate in training completion. 


(4) The Superintendent shall approve the reimbursement of the expenses to a former student in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. If the expenses would not have been necessary in order for the former student to complete his or her training in the 
vocational program had it not been discontinued, the Superintendent shall approve the reimbursement of all of the 
expenses. 

2. Ifa portion of the expenses would have been incurred in order for the former student to complete his or her training in 
the vocational program had it not been discontinued, the Superintendent shall approve the reimbursement of only the 
portion of the expenses that exceeds the expenses that would have been incurred had the discontinued vocational 
program not been discontinued. 


(5) Subject to subsection (6), if a former student submits to the Superintendent a request for reimbursement of the 
approved expenses, together with the evidence that the expenses were incurred, the Superintendent shall pay the amount out 
of the Fund. 


(6) The Superintendent shall not reimburse expenses under subsection (5) if the request for reimbursement, together with 
the evidence that the expenses were incurred, is not received by the Superintendent within 90 days of the former student 
completing the training. 

Refund if student refuses training completion 


43. (1) A former student of a private career college who is advised by the Superintendent that training completion is 
available but who refuses to participate in it may submit a claim to the Superintendent for a refund of all or part of the fees 
that were paid to the private career college in respect of a discontinued vocational program. 


(2) The Superintendent shall pay a former student who makes a claim under subsection (1), 


(a) the portion of the fees that were paid to the private career college in respect of a discontinued vocational program that 
were unearned by the college on the day the vocational program was discontinued; or 


(b) if the Superintendent has reasonable grounds to believe that participation in the training completion would have caused 
the former student undue hardship, all fees that were paid by the former student to the private career college in respect 
of the discontinued vocational program. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), the Superintendent shall not pay a claim for a refund under this section unless the claim is 
submitted to the Superintendent within the claim period specified in section 46. 


(4) A person who submits a claim under this section shall provide the Superintendent with such information in support of 
the claim as the Superintendent may require. 


Refunds if training completion not available 


44. (1) A former student of a private career college who is advised by the Superintendent that training completion is not 
available may submit a claim to the Superintendent for a refund of all fees that were paid to the private career college in 
respect of a discontinued vocational program. 


(2) The Superintendent shall not pay a claim for a refund under this section unless the claim is submitted to the 
Superintendent within the claim period specified in section 46. 


(3) A person who submits a claim under this section shall provide the Superintendent with such information in support of 
the claim as the Superintendent may require. 


Payment of training completion providers’ costs 
45. (1) The Superintendent shall pay the costs of providing the training completion incurred by the persons, private career 
colleges or organizations who provide the training completion. 
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(2) The amount of the training completion costs shall be as agreed between the Superintendent and the person, private 
career college or organization who provides the training completion. 


Time period for making student claims 


46. If a private career college ceases to operate in the circumstances described in subsection 38 (1), any claims by former 
students for a refund under section 43 or 44 shall be submitted to the Superintendent on or before the day that is six months 
after the day the Superintendent declared the security provided by the private career college to be forfeited. 


Payment of student claims and training completion costs 


47. (1) Ifa private career college ceases to operate in the circumstances described in subsection 38 (1), the Superintendent 
shall pay in accordance with this section, 


(a) the training completion costs referred to in section 45, if the Superintendent approves a person, private career college 
or organization to provide training completion to the former students of the private career college; and 


(b) any claims made by former students for expenses under section 42 or for refunds under section 43 or 44. 
(2) The training completion costs referred to in clause (1) (a), 

(a) shall be paid in priority to any claims by former students referred to in clause (1) (b); and 

(b) may be paid before the expiry of the time period for making claims under section 46. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), the Superintendent shall not pay any claims made by former students until the expiry of the 
time period for making such claims under section 46. 


(4) The Superintendent may pay training completion costs under section 45 or claims under sections 42 to 44 made by 
former students before the expiry of the time period referred to in subsection (3) if he or she reasonably determines at the 
time of making the payments that the total amount of the payments will not reduce any payment to former students of another 
private career college whose security has been declared to be forfeited under section 34 prior to the making of the payments. 


(5) Subject to subsections (6) and (8), the Superintendent shall pay the amounts referred to in subsection (1) out of the 
Fund, 


(a) first from the proceeds of the security that was provided by the private career college and declared to be forfeited 
under section 34; and 


(b) from General Fund Money, after the proceeds referred to in clause (a) have been exhausted. 
(6) The maximum amount to be paid out of the Fund under subsection (5) shall be the lesser of, 
(a) $3,000,000; or 


(b) the sum of the amount of the proceeds from the security provided by the private career college and 75 per cent of the 
General Fund Money, as determined on the day the Superintendent makes the payments. 


(7) In determining the amount of the General Fund Money under subsection (6), the Superintendent shall not include any 
General Fund Money allocated to pay amounts referred to in subsection (1) in respect of all private career colleges that 
ceased to operate in the circumstances described in subsection 38 (1) at any time before the time at which the private career 
college referred to in subsection (6) ceased to operate. 


(8) If, after the expiry of the time period under section 46 for making student claims, the Superintendent determines that 
the total amount to be paid out of the proceeds of a forfeited security and out of General Fund Money under subsection (5) 
exceeds the maximum amount payable under subsection (6), the Superintendent may reduce the payments to be made out of 
General Fund Money to former students of the college on a proportional basis so that the maximum amount is not exceeded. 


Where proceeds from forfeited security excessive 
48. If the amount of the proceeds from a forfeited security exceeds the amount required to satisfy all claims made against 


the security under this Part, the Superintendent shall pay the excess amount to the person bound by the security at any time 
after the expiry of the time period for making claims under section 46. 


Subrogation 


49. Upon making a payment out of the Fund with respect to a claim by a former student of a private career college or in 
order to pay any training completion costs incurred by a person, private career college or organization approved under section 
40, the Superintendent is subrogated to all rights of recovery of the student, person, private career college or organization 
against the private career college that ceased to operate, its directors and officers, and may bring an action to enforce such 
rights. 

Transition 

50. (1) Despite anything in this Part, no payment shall be made out of General Fund Money with respect to training 

completion costs and claims by former students prior to January 1, 2009. 
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(2) Until January 1, 2009, the training completion costs and claims by former students referred to in subsection (1) shall be 
paid entirely from the proceeds of the private career college’s forfeited security in accordance with subsection 35 (5). 


Commencement 


51. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 55 of the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 
comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

Exercice

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Excédent du produit de la sdreté confisquée

Subrogation

tous les droits de recouvrement qu’ils possedent contre le college, ses administrateurs et ses dirigeants et peut intenter une 
action pour faire valoir ces droits. 


Dispositions transitoires 


50. (1) Malgré les autres dispositions de la présente partie, aucune somme ne doit étre prélevée sur les sommes générales 
a l’égard des frais d’achévement de la formation engagés et des demandes présentées par les anciens étudiants avant le 1 
janvier 2009.

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PART I 

INTERPRETATION 
Definitions 


1. In this Regulation, 


“campus” means a location at which a private career college offers one or more vocational programs; (“campus”) 
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“international student” means a student at a private career college who applied for or received a temporary resident visa as a 
member of the student class under the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada); (“€étudiant étranger’’) 


“prospective international student” means a person who is required to apply for and receive a temporary resident visa as a 
member of the student class under the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada) in order to enrol at a private 
career college. (“étudiant étranger éventuel’’) 


PART II 
EXCLUDED INSTITUTIONS 


Institutions excluded from application of Act 


2. (1) The institutions, agencies and entities described in paragraph | are prescribed under clause (e) of the definition of 
“private career college” in subsection | (1) of the Act as a class of institutions, agencies and entities that are not private career 
colleges and are prescribed for the purposes of clauses 8 (2) (e), 9 (2) (e) and 12 (3) (e) of the Act: 


1. Institutions, agencies and entities that provide vocational programs to residents of Ontario but do not have any of the 
following elements of physical presence in Ontario: 


i. A head office. 
11. A postal address or a telephone or fax number in Ontario. 
ii. The occupancy of real property in Ontario for the purposes of providing or administering vocational programs. 


iv. The employment in Ontario of an agent or manager who provides or arranges the provision of vocational 
programs in Ontario, an employee who teaches vocational programs in Ontario, an administrator or a person who 
invigilates examinations in Ontario. 


(2) The following institutions are prescribed under clause (e) of the definition of “private career college” in subsection 1 
(1) of the Act as an institution, agency or entity that is not a private career college and are prescribed for the purposes of 
clauses 8 (2) (e), 9 (2) (e) and 12 (3) (e) of the Act: 


1. The Eastern Ontario School of X-Ray Technology, Kingston. 
2. The Hospital for Sick Children, Toronto. 

3. The Michener Institute for Applied Health Sciences, Toronto. 
4 


. The Niagara Parks Commission School of Horticulture. 


PART III 
REGISTRATION 


Content of application 


3. (1) In addition to the information that may be required by the Superintendent under section 13 of the Act, a person 
applying for registration with respect to a private career college shall include the following information in the application: 


1. A list of the proposed vocational programs and all other programs that the private career college proposes to offer. 


2. A copy of all contract forms proposed to be used between the private career college and a prospective student, 
including contract forms with respect to programs that are not vocational programs. 


3. The names, addresses and telephone numbers of three persons who are not related to the applicant and who are able to 
provide references as to the character and reputation of, 


i. the applicant, in the case of an applicant who is not a corporation, or 
ii. the officers and directors of the applicant, in the case of an applicant who is a corporation. 
4. If the applicant intends to advertise, 


i. a copy of the advertising and marketing materials proposed to be used in any form of written publication, 
including publication on the internet, in all the languages in which the advertisement is to appear, and 


il. a copy of the text of a proposed radio or television broadcast in all the languages in which the text is to be 
broadcast. 


5. If an advertisement or material referred to in paragraph 4 is to be published or broadcast in a language other than 
English or French, a translation of the text prepared by a person whose primary employment is translation or who has 
trained as a translator. 


6. If the applicant is not also the individual responsible for the administration of a campus of the college, the name, 
address, telephone number, fax number and e-mail address of that individual. 
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7. Any operating or business name of the applicant registered under the Business Names Act if that name is different from 
the applicant’s legal name. 


8. If applicable, evidence that an application has been made to the Minister of Training, Colleges and Universities for an 
approval to use the term “college” or “institute”, or its French equivalent, under the Business Corporations Act, 
Corporations Act or the Business Names Act or evidence that such an approval has been given. 


9. A copy of any agreement between the applicant and any person retained to maintain or issue transcripts in accordance 
with paragraph 1, 3 or 4 of section 34. 


10. A copy of the college’s student complaint procedure established in accordance with section 31 of the Act. 
11. Evidence of the insurance required under subsection 5 (2). 
12. A copy of any partnership or franchise agreement. 


13. In the case of an application by a corporation, a copy of an up-to-date corporation profile report filed under the 
Corporations Information Act. 


14. A copy of any fire inspection report on the buildings used by the private career college for purposes of providing 
instruction. 


15. A copy of the college’s expulsion policy. 


16. If the applicant is required to establish a trust account under section 6, a copy of the trust agreement with the bank or 
financial institution. 


17. The projected enrolment for both domestic and international students in each program. 


(2) An application for registration with respect to a private career college shall be accompanied by an application for 
approval for each vocational program that the college proposes to offer, made in accordance with Part IV. 


(3) An application for renewal of a registration to operate a private career college shall set out in detail any change 
proposed to the information provided in the application for registration or in the applicant’s most recent application for 
renewal, in addition to the information that may be required by the Superintendent under section 13 of the Act. 


(4) An application for renewal of a registration to operate a private career college shall set out the college’s total enrolment 
in each vocational program and the enrolment of international students in each vocational program during the college’s last 
registration period. 


(5) An application for renewal of a registration to operate a private career college shall be made within six months after 
the end of the college’s fiscal year. 


(6) If a private career college fails to apply for renewal of its registration within the time period referred to in subsection 
(5), the college shall pay, in addition to the renewal fee payable under subsection (7), a penalty in an amount that is 50 per 
cent of the renewal fee unless the Superintendent is satisfied that there were reasonable grounds for the failure to apply in 
time. 


(7) An application for registration or for renewal of registration shall be accompanied by the fees required by the Minister 
under section 7 of the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities Act. 


(8) A copy of the agreement referred to in paragraph 9 of subsection (1) is not required to be included in an application for 
registration made before the first anniversary of the day this section comes into force. 


Public interest criteria 


4. For the purposes of subsection 14 (2) of the Act, the Superintendent shall consider the following criteria in determining 
whether it is in the public interest to issue or renew a registration for a private career college: 


1. Whether sufficient information has been provided by the applicant to conduct a proper assessment of the quality of the 
applicant’s vocational programs. 


2. Whether any of the applicant’s vocational programs are in respect of vocations for which employers or regulatory 
bodies normally require prospective employees or members of the regulated occupation or profession to have a 
university degree or a degree from an institution, other than a university, that is authorized to grant the degree under 
the Post-secondary Education Choice and Excellence Act, 2000 or under a special Act that establishes or governs the 
institution. 


3. Whether the vocational programs would jeopardize public health or safety. 
Conditions of registration: insurance 
5. (1) Compliance with subsections (2) and (3) is prescribed as a condition of registration. 


(2) Every person who operates a private career college shall ensure that the college is insured and that the insurance 
coverage is sufficient to, 
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(a) compensate the college for any damages to its buildings or equipment; and 


(b) protect the college, and save harmless any of its officers, employees, agents and any volunteers, in the case of any 
claims made in respect of accidents that occur or personal injuries that are suffered by students while attending the 
college, including accidents that occur off-campus if attendance at such places is required as part of a vocational 
program. 


(3) A person who was registered to operate a private career college under the Private Career Colleges Act on the day 
before this section comes into force shall maintain any insurance coverage in effect at that time until the person complies 
with this section. 


(4) A person who was registered as a private career college under the Private Career Colleges Act is not required to 
comply with this section until 60 days after this section comes into force. 


Conditions of registration: trust account 


6. (1) The following persons shall establish a trust account to hold fees paid by or on behalf of international students in 
respect of vocational programs, upon such terms as the Superintendent may impose as conditions of registration, which may 
include conditions to be included in a required trust agreement with a bank or financial institution: 


1. A private career college applying for a renewal of registration at which the number of international students enrolled in 
the fiscal year immediately prior to its application for renewal exceeded 50 per cent of the total number of students 
enrolled in its vocational programs in that year. 


2. A person applying for registration as a private career college if the Superintendent has reasonable grounds for 
believing that the number of prospective international students to be enrolled by the private career college in its first 
year of registration will exceed 50 per cent of the total number of students enrolled in its vocational programs in that 
year. 


3. A private career college advised in writing by the Superintendent that the Superintendent has reasonable grounds for 
believing that the college has international students or prospective international students who may be at risk of not 
receiving a fee refund as required under Part VII. 


(2) In determining whether reasonable grounds exist under paragraph 3 of subsection (1), the Superintendent shall 
consider those factors he or she considers relevant but must consider the following: 


1. Whether the private career college has failed to satisfy the fee refund requirements set out in Part VII in the case of 
fees paid by international students. 


2. The financial viability of the private career college. 


3. The number of complaints, and their nature, made by international students relating to the operation and practices of 
the private career college or the operation and practices of the applicant prior to its registration as a private career 
college. 


(3) A trust account established pursuant to subsection (1) shall be designated as the Private Career Colleges Act Trust 
Account for the purposes of this regulation. 


(4) A private career college required to establish a trust account under subsection (1) shall, 
(a) hold all money received from its international students or prospective international students in trust; and 


(b) deposit all such money into a trust account with a bank or financial institution that is supervised or examined by the 
central bank of Canada or another governmental authority in Canada. 


(5) A private career college that is required to establish a trust account shall not disburse or withdraw any money held in 
the fund until, 


(a) the student commences the vocational program for which he or she has paid a fee; or 
(b) a refund is required under Part VIL. 

(6) The Superintendent may in writing, 

(a) order any person having on deposit funds in a trust account to hold those funds; 


(b) order a private career college or former private career college to refrain from withdrawing any funds from the trust 
account; 


(c) order a private career college or former private career college to hold any funds in the trust account in trust for the 
student entitled to it. 


(7) The Superintendent may make an order if either of the events referred to in subsection 34 (1) of Ontario Regulation 
414/06 has occurred. 


(8) In the case ofa bank or financial institution, the order applies only to the offices and branches named in it. 
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(9) The Superintendent may consent to the release of any funds in the trust account from the order or may wholly revoke 
the order. 


(10) An application may be made to the Superior Court of Justice for a determination in respect of the disposition of a 
trust account, 


(a) by a person in receipt of an order, if that person is in doubt as to whether the order applies to the trust account; or 
(b) by a person who claims an interest in the trust account subject to the order. 


(11) If the Superintendent has made an order, he or she may apply to the Superior Court of Justice for directions or for an 
order as to the disposition of the trust account affected by the order. 


(12) An application by the Superintendent under this section may be made without notice to any other person. 


PART IV 
VOCATIONAL PROGRAMS 


Vocations 


7. (1) For the purposes of the definition of “vocational program” in subsection | (1) of the Act and subject to subsection 
(2), each occupation included in the document entitled “National Occupational Classification, 2001 — Occupational 
Description” published by Human Resources and Skills Development Canada in 2001 is prescribed as a vocation. 


(2) The occupations set out in the Table to this section are not prescribed as vocations for the purposes of the definition of 
“vocational program” in subsection | (1) of the Act, even though they are included in the document referred to in subsection 


(1):

(3) Despite item 2 in the Table to subsection (2), a vocational program in the vocation of shiatsu massage is prescribed as 
a vocational program for the purposes of the Act and the regulations. 













Vocational programs 


8. The following classes of programs are prescribed as programs that are vocational programs for the purposes of the Act 
and the regulations: 


1. Programs that provide skills and training in the use or servicing of a product where, 


i. the vendor or manufacturer of the product issues designations to persons who are qualified to work in areas 
related to the operation, maintenance, sale or servicing of the product, and 


li. the skills and training provided by the program are in demand by employers. 


2. Programs in respect of fire protection or police work that prepare students for admission to training programs in those 
occupations prescribed under the Fire Protection and Prevention Act, 1997 or the Police Services Act. 


Exemptions 


9. (1) The following classes of programs are prescribed as programs that are not vocational programs for the purposes of 
the Act and the regulations: 


1. Programs that provide instruction for work in a religious vocation, whether or not the program is provided by a 
religious organization. 


Programs that are less than 40 hours in duration. 
Programs for which a fee of less than $1,000 is charged. 


Programs that are offered exclusively to persons under the age of 18 years. 


Alig et en 


Programs to which an Act of the Legislature other than the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 or an Act of Canada 
applies, if that Act contains protections similar to those in the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 relating to program 
quality and to student interests. 
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(2) Paragraph 2 of subsection (1) does not apply to a vocational program that falls within a class of vocational programs in 
respect of which the Superintendent has issued a directive under section 53 of the Act requiring that such vocational 
programs be longer than 40 hours in duration. 


(3) Subsection (1) applies to a program described in that subsection even though the program may otherwise meet the 
requirements of a vocational program as defined in subsection | (1) of the Act. 


Application for approval 


10. (1) In addition to any information that may be required by the Superintendent under subsection 23 (2) of the Act or 
section 43, an application for approval of a vocational program shall include the following information: 


1. A description of the admission requirements for the program, including minimum educational requirements and the 
particulars of any qualifying test required to be taken by a prospective student. 


2. Information relating to the content of the program as required under section 11. 


3. Two copies, in blank, of the credential that the college proposes to issue to students who successfully complete the 
program. 


4. A list of the equipment and facilities to be used in providing the program. 


5. If the program relates to a profession or occupation that is governed by a regulatory body, or for which a professional 
or occupational association or organization exists, any statement relating to the program and any report on it made or 
prepared by or on behalf of the regulatory body of the profession or occupation or the professional association or 
organization. 


6. Any statement relating to the program made by a representative of the government of any province, territory or 
country or report prepared in relation to the program by such a representative. 


7. If another post-secondary educational institution recognizes the successful completion of the program by granting 
credits towards the completion of a program offered by that institution, a statement to that effect signed by an officer 
or director of the institution or a person having authority to bind the institution. 


(2) An application for approval of a vocational program shall be accompanied by the fee required by the Minister under 
section 7 of the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities Act. 


Program information 


11. (1) An application for approval of a vocational program shall include a description of the program prepared by the 
applicant that contains, 


(a) the name and a brief description of every subject and module included in the program; 
(b) the number of hours of instruction required for each subject and module; and 
(c) a description of the system of evaluation for the program and for every subject and module in it. 


(2) A person who applies for approval of a vocational program shall ensure that the Superintendent is provided with a 
copy of the report of an evaluation of the program conducted by a person who has expertise in the evaluation of such 
programs and is approved by the Superintendent. 


(3) The evaluation shall be conducted at the expense of the private career college and the evaluation report shall include a 
copy of the description of the program initialled by the person who prepared the report. 


(4) The person who conducts the evaluation shall submit the report directly to the Superintendent. 
Condition of approval and duration 


12. (1) It is a condition of an approval of a vocational program that the private career college inform each student enrolled 
in the program of the result of an evaluation of the student’s progress, 


(a) in the case of a program described in section 27, prior to halfway through each 12-month period; 
(b) in the case of a program described in section 29, prior to halfway through the program. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection 23 (5) of the Act, the period during which an approval of a vocational program granted 
by the Superintendent is valid is a period of five years or such lesser period as may be specified by the Superintendent in the 
approval. 


Substantial change to vocational program 


13. (1) For the purposes of subsection 23 (6) of the Act, the following changes constitute a substantial change to a 
vocational program: 


|. A change in the program that would result in a change in the degree of knowledge or specialization with respect to the 
vocation. 
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A change in the duration of the program. 

A change in the mode of delivering the program. 

The introduction or deletion of a practicum. 

A change in admission requirements. 

A change in the requirements for successful completion of the program and for promotion within the program. 
A change in the private career college’s policies and procedures for granting advanced standing. 


A reduction or loss of equipment, facilities and learning resources.

A change in the title of the program.

Any change that would adversely affect the private career college’s ability to comply with the conditions of the 
Superintendent’s approval. 


(2) In addition to any information that may be required by the Superintendent under subsection 23 (2) of the Act, an 
application for approval of a substantial change to a vocational program shall include a description of the proposed change 
and the rationale for the change. 


(3) An application for approval of substantial change to a vocational program shall be accompanied by the fee required by 
the Minister under section 7 of the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities Act. 


Transitional 


14. (1) The approval of a vocational program that was issued by the Superintendent on a day before the day this 
Regulation comes into force continues to be valid after that day. 


(2) The Superintendent may give notice to a private career college that offers a vocational program that was approved on a 
day before the day this Regulation comes into force to apply for a renewal of the approval on or before a day specified in the 
notice. 


(3) Ifa private career college applies for a renewal of an approval of a vocational program in respect of which a notice is 
received under subsection (2), the renewal shall not be granted unless the applicant meets all the requirements of the Act and 
of this Regulation. 


(4) The approval of a vocational program in respect of which a notice of renewal is issued under subsection (2) remains 
valid until, 


(a) if an application for renewal is not made to the Superintendent on or before the day specified in the notice, that day; or 


(b) if an application for renewal is made to the Superintendent on or before the day specified in the notice, the day the 
Superintendent renews the approval or gives notice of a decision not to renew the approval. 


PART V 
ADVERTISEMENT 


Definition 
15. In this Part, 


“advertisement” means an advertisement in any language, whether written or oral, distributed or transmitted by any means 
including by publication, radio, television or the internet. 


Content of advertisement 


16. (1) Every private career college shall ensure that an advertisement of the college or of a vocational program offered at 
the college meets the following requirements: 


1. The advertisement shall give the operating or business name registered under the Business Names Act or, if none, the 
college’s legal name. 


2. The advertisement shall not contain a statement that, 
i. misleads or is likely to mislead the public, 
ii. guarantees admission to or successful completion of a vocational program offered at the college, 


iil. implies that employment is assured for any students who successfully complete a vocational program offered at 
the college, 


iv. implies that the admission of a prospective international student to a private career college will guarantee the 
student the right to enter Canada under the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada) or to receive a visa 
under that Act. 
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3. If the advertisement refers to the fact that a person has been registered under the Act to operate the college, the 
advertisement must use the following words to do so: “Registered as a private career college under the Private Career 
Colleges Act, 2005” or the words, “Inscrit a titre de collége privé d’enseignement professionnel en vertu de la Loi de 
2005 sur les colleges privés d’enseignement professionne!”. 

4. If the advertisement refers to the fact that a particular vocational program has been approved by the Superintendent 
under section 23 of the Act, the advertisement must use the following words to do so: “Approved as a vocational 
program under the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005” or the words, “Autorisé a titre de programme de formation 
professionnelle en vertu de la Loi de 2005 sur les colléges privés d’enseignement professionnel’. 


5. An advertisement that refers to a program that is not a vocational program must clearly indicate that the program is not 
a vocational program by using the words, “This program does not require approval under the Private Career Colleges 
Act, 2005” or the words, “Ce programme ne requiert pas d’autorisation en vertu de la Loi de 2005 sur les colléges 
privés d’enseignement professionnel’, if, 

i. the advertisement refers to programs that are vocational programs as well as to programs that are not vocational 
programs and refers to the approved status of the vocational programs, or 


il. the advertisement refers to programs that are not vocational programs and refers to the college’s registered status 
under the Act. 


6. If the advertisement refers to a vocational program and the program’s language of instruction is neither English nor 
French, the advertisement shall state the program’s language of instruction. 


(2) A private career college that was registered under the Private Career Colleges Act immediately before the day this 
section comes into force and that entered into an agreement for the publication or transmission of an advertisement before 
that day may publish or transmit the advertisement until the day the agreement expires even though the advertisement does 
not comply with subsection (1), provided that the advertisement was permitted under Regulation 939 of the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General). 


Advertising records 
17. (1) A private career college shall maintain a copy of the following material related to each advertisement: 
1. The text of the advertisement, whether the advertisement is written or oral. 
2. The period during which the advertisement was published or broadcast. 


3. If the advertisement has been published or broadcast in a language other than English or French, a translation of the 
text prepared by a person whose primary employment is translation or who has trained as a translator. 


4. If the advertisement contains a testimonial, endorsement or representation of opinion, a separate text of the testimonial, 
endorsement or representation of opinion signed by the person making it. 

5. If the advertisement refers to the fact that a vocational program is recognized as a valid program for training by the 
regulatory body of a profession or occupation or by a professional or occupational association or organization, a 
statement recognizing the program signed by or on behalf of the regulatory body or the association or organization. 

6. If the advertisement refers to the fact that a vocational program has been recognized by the government of any 
province, territory or country for a particular purpose, a statement to that effect signed by a representative of the 
government. 


7. If the advertisement refers to the fact that another post-secondary educational institution recognizes the successful 
completion of a vocational program by granting credits towards the completion of a program offered by that 
institution, a statement to that effect signed by an officer or director of the institution or a person having authority to 
bind the institution. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the material referred to in subsection (1) shall be maintained at each campus of the private 
career college in Ontario for a period of one year after the date of the last publication or broadcast of the advertisement. 


(3) With the approval of the Superintendent, a private career college may maintain the material, 
(a) at its head office situated in Ontario; or 


(b) if the college does not have a head office in Ontario, at an address of the person engaged or employed by the college as 
agent, manager or administrator under section 36. 


Misleading statements 


18. (1) No person, operator, officer, director, employee or agent acting on behalf of a private career college shall make a 
false or misleading statement, written or oral, or any statement described in paragraph 2 of subsection 16 (1) for the purpose 
of inducing a student or prospective student to enrol in a program or to enter into a contract with a private career college. 


(2) If a person referred to in subsection (1) makes a statement contrary to that subsection and the statement constitutes a 
fundamental breach of a contract between the student and the college, the contract is voidable by the student. 


(3) If the contract is rendered void by the student, no money is payable by the student under the contract.

PART VI 
ADMISSIONS REQUIREMENTS AND CONTRACTS 


Admission requirements 


19. (1) It is a condition of registration of an operator of a private career college that no student be admitted to a vocational 
program at the college unless the student meets the admission requirements for the program established by the college and 
those set out in subsection (3). 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a student who does not meet the admission requirements referred to in that subsection on the 
day he or she enrols in the program may be admitted to the program as long as the student meets the requirements before the 
program commences. 


(3) An applicant for admission to the program shall meet one of the following admission requirements: 
1. The applicant must, 


i. have received a diploma from a school in Ontario that is a secondary school within the meaning of the Education 
Act or an equivalent diploma, or 


il. meet such other academic qualifications as are specified by the Superintendent as a condition to the approval of 
the vocational program under section 23 of the Act. 


2. Ifan applicant does not meet the academic qualifications required by paragraph 1, the applicant must, 


i. be, on or before the day the program commences, at least 18 years of age or such other age as may be specified 
by the Superintendent as a condition to the approval of the vocational program under section 23 of the Act, and 


i. successfully complete a qualifying test that has been approved by the Superintendent. 


(4) A private career college shall not establish an admission requirement that is contrary to the requirements set out in 
subsection (3). 


(5) If the admission requirements for a vocational program that apply under this section differ from the admission 
requirements that applied before the day this section comes into force, a person who was admitted to a vocational program 
before that day in accordance with the previous admission requirements 1s deemed to meet the new admission requirements 
and his or her admission to the program is valid for all purposes. 


(6) A private career college shall not impose undue pressure on, coerce or otherwise require a student to obtain a product 
or service from a particular person, including the private career college and any of its affiliates, as a requirement for 
admission to a vocational program offered by the college. 


(7) For the purposes of subsection (6), a person or entity is affiliated with a private career college if one of them is 
controlled, directly or indirectly, by the other or both are controlled by the same person or entity. 


Contract terms 


20. (1) Every contract entered into by a private career college and a student for the provision of a vocational program 
shall include the following terms: 


1. The name of the vocational program as approved by the Superintendent under section 23 of the Act. 
The student’s address and telephone number and, if applicable, his or her e-mail address. 

The start and expected completion date for the vocational program. 

The language of instruction for the vocational program. 


The admission requirements for the vocational program.

The fees, expressed in Canadian dollars, payable by the student and a schedule indicating the time and amount of each 
payment. 


7. A statement in bold face type that the private career college does not guarantee employment for any student who 
successfully completes a vocational program offered by the college. 


8. A statement in bold face type that the contract is subject to the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 and the regulations 
made under the Act. 


9. An acknowledgement by the student that he or she has received a copy of the college’s fee refund policy, as required 
under subsection 29 (3) of the Act. 


10. An acknowledgement by the student that he or she has received a copy of the statement of student rights and 
responsibilities developed by the Superintendent, as required under section 32 of the Act. 


11. An acknowledgement by the student that he or she has received a copy of the college’s student complaint procedure, as 
required under subsection 31 (3) of the Act. 
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12. A copy of the consent to the collection and use of personal information required under subsection 50 (3) of the Act in 
the wording required under subsection (2). 


13. An acknowledgement by the student that he or she has received a copy of the private career college’s policy relating to 
the expulsion of students. 


14. The schedule of hours of instruction. 
15. The location of a practicum, if applicable. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection 50 (3) of the Act, the following wording, or its French equivalent in the French version 
of this Regulation, is prescribed for a student’s consent: 


Private career colleges (PCCs) must be registered under the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005, which is administered by 
the Superintendent of Private Career Colleges. The Act protects students by requiring PCCs to follow specific rules on, 
for example, fee refunds, training completions if the PCC closes, qualifications of instructors, access to transcripts and 
advertising. It also requires PCCs to publish and meet certain performance standards, e.g., percentage of graduates who 
obtain employment. This information may be used by other students when they are deciding where to obtain their 
training. The consent set out below will help the Superintendent to ensure that current and future students receive the 
protection provided by the Act.

(3) A contract entered into before January 1, 2007 by a private career college and a student for the provision of a 
vocational program is not required to include the acknowledgements referred to in paragraphs 11 and 13 of subsection (1). 


Other contracts 


21. A private career college shall not include the terms referred to in paragraphs 8, 10 and 12 of subsection 20 (1) in a 
contract for the provision of a program that is not a vocational program approved under section 23 of the Act. 


Void contracts 


22. A contract for the provision of a vocational program between a private career college and a student that does not 
contain all of the terms required under section 20 is voidable by the student. 


Record of contracts 


23. A private career college that enters into a contract with a student for the provision of a vocational program shall retain 
a copy of the contract for at least three years after the date the student ceases to be a student at the private career college. 


PART VII 
PROTECTION OF STUDENT INTERESTS 


Fee refund policy 


24. The provisions set out in sections 25 to 33 are prescribed for vocational programs as provisions of every fee refund 
policy adopted by a private career college under section 29 of the Act. 


Full refunds 


25. (1) A private career college shall refund all of the fees paid by a student under a contract for the provision of a 
vocational program in the following circumstances: 
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1. The contract is rescinded by a person within two days of receiving a copy of the contract in accordance with section 36 
of the Act. 


2. The private career college discontinues the vocational program before the student completes the program, subject to 
subsection (2). 


3. The private career college charges or collects the fees, 


i. before the registration was issued for the college under the Act or before the vocational program was approved by 
the Superintendent, or 


il. before entering into a contract for the provision of the vocational program with the student, unless the fee is 
collected under subsection 44 (3). 


4. The private career college expels the student from the college in a manner or for reasons that are contrary to the 
college’s expulsion policy. 


5. The private career college employs an instructor who is not qualified to teach all or part of the program under section 
4l. 


6. The contract is rendered void under subsection 18 (2) or under section 22. 


7. Ifa private career college fails to, or does not accurately, provide in the itemized list provided to the Superintendent 
under section 43 a fee item corresponding to a fee paid by a student for the provision of a vocational program, the 
college shall pay the student, 


i. in the case of an item not provided by the college, the full amount of the fee for the item, and 


ii. in the case of a fee in excess of the amount of the fee provided for the item, the difference between the amount of 
the fee for the item provided to the Superintendent and the fee collected. 


(2) A full refund is not payable in the circumstances described in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) if the discontinuance of the 
vocational program coincides with the private career college ceasing to operate. 


(3) A refund is not payable under paragraphs | to 6 of subsection (1) unless the student gives the private career college a 
written demand for the refund. 


(4) A refund under subsection (1) is payable by the private career college within 30 days of the day the student delivers to 
the college, 


(a) in the case of a rescission under section 36 of the Act, notice of the rescission; or 
(b) in the case of a refund under paragraphs 2 to 6 of subsection (1), a written demand for the refund. 
Partial refund where student does not commence program 


26. (1) Ifa student is admitted to a vocational program, pays fees to the private career college in respect of the program 
and subsequently does not commence the program, the college shall refund part of the fees paid by the student in the 
following circumstances: 


1. The student gives the college notice that he or she is withdrawing from the program before the day the vocational 
program commences. 


2. In the case of a student who is admitted to a vocational program on the condition that the student meet specified 
admission requirements before the day the program commences, the student fails to meet the requirements before that 
day. 


3. The student does not attend the program during the first 14 days that follow the day the program commenced and the 
college gives written notice to the student that it is cancelling the contract no later than 45 days after the day the 
program has commenced. 


(2) The amount of a refund under subsection (1) shall be an amount that is equal to the full amount paid by the student for 
the vocational program, less an amount equal to the lesser of 20 per cent of the full amount of the fee and $500. 


(3) A refund under subsection (1) is payable, 


(a) in the case of a refund under paragraph | of subsection (1), within 30 days of the day the student gives notice of 
withdrawing from the program; 


(b) in the case of a refund under paragraph 2 of subsection (1), within 30 days of the day the vocational program 
commences; and 


(c) in the case of a refund under paragraph 3 of subsection (1), within 45 days of the day the vocational program 
commences. 
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(4) For the purposes of paragraph 3 of subsection (1), it is a condition of a contract for the provision of a vocational 
program that the private career college may cancel the contract within 45 days of the day the vocational program commences 
if the person who entered the contract with the college fails to attend the program during the 14 days that follow the day the 
vocational program commences. 


(5) A private career college that wishes to cancel a contract in accordance with subsection (4) shall give written notice of 
the cancellation to the other party to the contract within 45 days of the day the vocational program commences. 


Partial refunds: withdrawals and expulsions after program commenced 


27. (1) A private career college shall give a student who commences a vocational program a refund of part of the fees paid 
in respect of the program if, at a time during the program determined under subsection (3), 


(a) the student withdraws from the program after the program has commenced; or 


(b) the student is expelled from the program in circumstances where the expulsion is permitted under the private career 
college’s expulsion policy. 


(2) This section does not apply to vocational programs described in sections 28 and 29. 


(3) A private career college shall pay a partial refund under this section only if the withdrawal or expulsion from the 
vocational program occurs at a time during the program determined in accordance with the following rules: 


|. In the case of a vocational program that is less than 12 months in duration, the withdrawal or expulsion occurs during 
the first half of the program. 


2. In the case of a vocational program that is 12 months or more in duration, 


i. for the first 12 months in the duration of the program and for every subsequent full 12 months in the program, the 
withdrawal or expulsion occurs during the first six months of that 12-month period, and 


li. for any period in the duration of the vocational program remaining after the last 12-month period referred to in 
subparagraph 1 has elapsed, the withdrawal or expulsion occurs in the first half of the period. 


(4) If the student withdraws or is expelled from a vocational program within the first half of a period referred to in 
subsection (3), the amount of the refund that the private career college shall pay the student shall be equal to the full amount 
of the fees paid in respect of the program less, 


(a) an amount that is equal to the lesser of 20 per cent of the full amount of the fees in respect of the program and $500; 
and 


(b) the portion of the fees in respect of the portion of the period that had elapsed at the time of the withdrawal or 
expulsion. 


(5) If the student withdraws or is expelled from a vocational program during the second half of a period referred to in 
subsection (3), the private career college is not required to pay the student any refund in respect of that period. 


(6) A private career college shall refund the full amount of fees paid in respect of a period that had not yet commenced at 
the time of the withdrawal or expulsion. 


Partial refunds: distance education programs 
28. (1) This section applies to a vocational program that is offered by mail, on the internet or by other similar means. 


(2) A private career college shall give a student who commences a vocational program referred to in subsection (1) a 
refund of part of the fees paid in respect of the program if, 


(a) the student withdraws from the program or the student is expelled from the program in circumstances where the 
expulsion is permitted under the private career college’s expulsion policy; and 


(b) at the time of the withdrawal or expulsion, the student has not submitted to the private career college all examinations 
that are required in order to complete the program. 


(3) The amount of the refund that a private career college shall give a student under subsection (1) shall be determined in 
accordance with the following rules: 


1. Determine the total number of segments in the vocational program for which an evaluation is required. 


2. Of the total number of program segments determined under paragraph 1, determine the number of segments in respect 
of which an evaluation has been returned to the student. 


3. The amount of the refund that the private career college shall pay the student shall be equal to the full amount of the 
fees paid in respect of the program less, 


i. an amount that is equal to the lesser of 20 per cent of the full amount of the fees in respect of the program and 
$500, and 
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il. the portion of the fees in respect of the number of segments determined under paragraph 2. 
(4) A private career college is not required to give a student any refund if the student, at the time of withdrawal or 
expulsion, has been evaluated in respect of more than half of the total number of segments in the program. 
Partial refunds: non-continuous programs 


29. (1) This section applies to a vocational program approved by the Superintendent to be provided through a fixed 
number of hours of instruction over an indeterminate period of time. 


(2) A private career college shall give a student who commences a vocational program referred to in subsection (1) a 
refund of part of the fees paid in respect of the program if, before completing the required number of hours of instruction, 


(a) the student has given the college notice that he or she is withdrawing from the program; or 
(b) the student is expelled from the program in circumstances where the expulsion is permitted under the private career 
college’s expulsion policy. 
(3) The amount of the refund that a private career college shall give a student under subsection (1) shall be equal to the full 
amount of the fees paid in respect of the program less, 


(a) an amount that is equal to the lesser of 20 per cent of the full amount of the fees in respect of the program and $500; 
and 


(b) a portion of the fees in respect of the program that is proportional to the number of hours of instruction that have 
elapsed at the time of the withdrawal or expulsion. 


(4) A private career college is not required to give a student any refund if the student, at the time of withdrawal or 
expulsion, has completed more than half of the required number of hours of instruction in a program. 
No retention of refund 


30. A private career college shall not retain, by way of deduction or set-off, any refund of fees payable to a student under 
sections 25 to 29 in order to recover an amount owed by the student in respect of any service or program other than a 
vocational program offered by the private career college. 


Treatment of books and equipment 


31. In calculating a refund under sections 25 to 29, a private career college may retain the retail cost of books or 
equipment that the private career college supplied to the student if the student, 


(a) fails to return the books or equipment to the private career college within 10 days of the student’s withdrawal or 
expulsion from the program; or 


(b) returns the books or equipment to the private career college within the 10-day period referred to clause (a), but fails to 
return it unopened or in the same state it was in when supplied. 
Refund for international students 


32. A notice to a private career college that is provided by or on behalf of an international student or of a prospective 
international student and that states that the student has not been issued a temporary resident visa as a member of the student 
class under the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada) is deemed to be, 


(a) notice of a rescission of the contract for the purposes of section 36 of the Act if the notice is given within two days of 
receiving a copy of the contract; and 


(b) notice that the student is withdrawing from the program for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 26 (1) or clause 
29 (2) (a) if the notice is received on or before half of the duration of the program has elapsed. 
Currency 


33. Any refund of fees that a private career college is required to pay under the Act shall be paid in Canadian dollars. 


Student transcripts 


34. (1) The following rules and practices are prescribed for the purposes of subsection 30 (2) of the Act as the rules and 
practices that every private career college must follow to ensure that its students and former students have access to their 
transcripts: 


1. A copy of every student’s transcript shall be kept in accordance with subsection 30 (1) of the Act at the campus of the 
private career college which the student is attending or at a facility approved by the Superintendent that is located at a 
place that is physically separate from the private career college and that is owned and operated by a person that is not 
affiliated with the college. 


2. A copy of every former student’s transcript shall be kept in accordance with subsection 30 (1) of the Act at a facility 
referred to in paragraph | and shall be sent to the facility within 90 days of the completion of the vocational program 
by the student or of the student’s withdrawal or expulsion, as the case may be. 
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A private career college shall retain a person approved by the Superintendent to issue transcripts to students in the 
event that the college ceases to operate. 


A private career college may retain a person approved by the Superintendent to issue transcripts to students while it is 
operating. 
A private career college shall inform the Superintendent of any of the following changes at least five days prior to the 
change: 

i. A change in the owner, operator or location of a facility referred to in paragraph 1. 


ii. A change in the person retained under paragraph 3 or 4 and, if the person is a corporation or business, in the 
location of its head office. 


A request for an official transcript by or on behalf of a student or former student may be made to the private career 
college or to a person retained under paragraph 3 or 4. 


Despite paragraph 6, a private career college must, upon request, by a student or former student retrieve any transcript 
located at a facility on behalf of the student. 


(2) A private career college is not required to send transcripts to a facility referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) 
before the day that is one year after the day this section comes into force.

The name of the private career college as it appears on the registration for the college and the address of the college. 


The name and student number, if any, of the student or former student.

. A description of any credit or advanced standing given to the student or former student by the private career college or

(2) A transcript is an official transcript if, 


(a)

in the case of a transcript issued by a private career college, it is certified by an official of the college as a true and 
accurate transcript and it bears the college’s official seal, if it has one; or 


in the case of a transcript issued by a person retained in accordance with paragraph 3 or 4 of section 34, it is certified 
by that person as a true and accurate copy of the transcript. 


Student complaint procedure

(1) The student complaint procedure required under section 31 of the Act shall include, 
a requirement that a complaint be made in writing; 


the person or persons, identified by position, who will decide whether to dismiss the complaint or make a 
recommendation as to any further action in relation to the complaint; 


the process to be followed by the private career college in dealing with the complaint which shall include, 
(i) giving the student making the complaint an opportunity to make oral submissions, 
(ii) allowing the student to have a person present with the student at all stages of the proceedings, and 


(iii) the right of the student to have the person referred to in subclause (ii) make the oral submissions on his or her 
behalf; 


a description of the manner in which complaints, submissions and decisions will be recorded; 


a maximum length of time that may elapse between the date the complaint is submitted and the date a decision is 
issued by the college; 


a requirement that the decision be delivered to the student in writing and include reasons; 


a procedure for reviewing a decision; 
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(h) a requirement that the college maintain a record of every complaint at the campus where the complaint originated for a 
period of at least three years from the date of the decision relating to the complaint, which record shall include a copy 
of the complaint, of any submission filed with respect to the complaint and of the decision; and 


(i) a requirement that the college provide the student who makes a complaint with a copy of the record referred to in 
clause (h). 


(2) If a student is not satisfied with a private career college’s resolution of his or her complaint in accordance with the 
procedure set out in subsection (1), the student may refer the matter to the Superintendent and shall include in his or her 
application to the Superintendent a copy of the record referred to in clause (1) (h). 


(3) A private career college shall, as a condition of its registration, file a copy of any changes to the procedure with the 
Superintendent. 


(4) A change to a private career college’s complaint procedure shall not come into effect until approved by the 
Superintendent. 


(5) A private career college that is registered under the Private Career Colleges Act on the day before the day this section 
comes into force is not required to comply with this section until January 1, 2007. 


PART VIII 
OPERATION OF COLLEGE 


Required presence in Ontario 


37. (1) A private career college shall engage or employ an agent, manager or person responsible for the administration of 
the college in Ontario who has authority to accept or cancel contracts for the private career college and to refund fees paid by 
or on behalf of a student attending or admitted to the college. 


(2) A private career college shall have a postal address in Ontario. 
Display of certificate of registration 


38. A private career college shall display its certificate of registration in a conspicuous location at the entrance to the 
private career college or in some other location on the premises where it can be readily observed by the students and the 
public. 


Copy of legislation 


39. A private career college shall keep an up-to-date copy of the Act and of all regulations made under the Act at each of 
its campuses and make them available for review by any student upon request during the college’s normal business hours. 


Copy of program 


40. (1) A private career college shall keep a copy of the description of each vocational program provided by the college at 
the campus at which each vocational program is provided for at least six years after the day the vocational program is 
approved under section 23 of the Act. 


(2) With the approval of the Superintendent, a private career college may maintain the descriptions, 
(a) at its head office situated in Ontario; or 


(b) if the college does not have a head office in Ontario, at an address of the person engaged or employed by the college as 
agent, manager or administrator under section 37. 


Qualifications of instructional staff 
41. (1) A private career college shall not employ a person to provide instruction in a vocational program unless, 
(a) the person has one of the following qualifications: 
(i) the person has 48 months of work experience in the vocation, 


(ii) the person has 24 months of work experience in the vocation and one of the educational qualifications described 
in subsection (2), or 


(iii) the person has 24 months of work experience in the vocation and 36 months of teaching experience in the 
vocation; and 


(b) in the case of a vocation that is governed by a regulatory body that has prescribed qualifications for persons instructing 
students, the qualifications prescribed by the body. 


(2) A person referred to in subclause (1) (a) (11) must have one of the following educational qualifications: 


(a) The person holds a Bachelor degree from a university in Ontario or another post-secondary institution authorized to 
grant the degree under the Post-secondary Education Choice and Excellence Act, 2000 or under a special Act of the 
Assembly that establishes or governs the institution; 
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(b) The person holds a Bachelor degree from a university or other post-secondary institution in another province or 
territory of Canada or a degree from a university or post-secondary institution outside Canada that is equivalent to a 
Bachelor degree described in clause (a); 


(c) The person is a graduate of a college of applied arts and technology established under an Act of the Assembly or of an 
equivalent institution outside Ontario; 


(d) The person is a graduate of a private career college registered under the Act or a predecessor of the Act or of an 
equivalent institution outside Ontario; 


(e) The person holds a certificate of qualification issued under the Trades Qualification and Apprenticeship Act or the 
Apprenticeship and Certification Act, 1998 or an equivalent certificate issued under legislation of another province or 
territory of Canada. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), a private career college may employ a person who does not meet the requirements of 
subsection (1) as an instructor in a vocational program if the person is approved by the Superintendent for the purposes of 
providing instruction at the college. 


(4) The Superintendent shall approve the employment of a person as an instructor at a private career college under 
subsection (3) if, in the opinion of the Superintendent, the person is proficient in the vocation or in the subjects in which the 
person proposes to provide instruction. 


(5) Despite subsections (1) and (3), a private career college may employ persons as substitute instructors in a vocational 
program even though they do not meet the requirements of those subsections but in no case shall all such persons instruct for 
a temporary period that is, in the aggregate, in excess of 10 per cent of the program’s duration. 


(6) Despite subsections (1), (3) and (4), a person who is employed as an instructor in a vocational program at a private 
career college on the day this section comes into force may continue to teach the program if the person met the qualifications 
required under Regulation 939 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) immediately before that day. 


Personal information re: instructors 


42. (1) No private career college shall employ a person as instructor in a vocational program at the college unless the 
instructor completes a form containing such personal information as may be required by the Superintendent under section 50 
of the Act and submits the form to the college. 


(2) The private career college shall keep a record of personal information provided under subsection (1) at the campus of 
the college at which the person is employed. 


Itemized list of fees 


43. (1) Upon application for approval of a vocational program, a private career college shall provide the Superintendent 
with an itemized list of all fees that will be charged by the college to a student who enrols in the program from the day of the 
enrolment until the day the program is completed, including tuition fees, cost of books, and any administrative charges and 
other compulsory or optional fees, whether or not such fees are charged in relation to the vocational program. 


(2) The Superintendent shall publish on the Ministry website the fees charged in relation to a vocational program, except 
optional fees, provided by a private career college under subsection (1). 


Charging fees 


44. (1) From the date of a student’s enrolment in a vocational program until the day the program is completed, a private 
career college shall not charge the student more than the amount listed for each item on the itemized list provided to the 
Superintendent under subsection 43 (1) of all fees charged with respect to the vocational program. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), a private career college shall not collect a fee from a person who wishes to enrol in a 
vocational program until the college and the person have entered into a written contract for the provision of the vocational 
program. 


(3) Before entering into a written contract for the provision of a vocational program, a private career college may charge 
and collect a fee of $500 or 20 per cent of the total fees payable with respect to the program, whichever is less, for processing 
an application for the program or conducting admission tests or assessments. 


(4) Ifa private career college has entered into a contract with a prospective international student or an international student 
for the provision of a vocational program, the college may charge and collect a portion of the fees relating to the program 
before the commencement of the program but the portion shall not exceed 25 per cent of the total fees payable in relation to 
the program. 


(5) Subsection (4) does not apply to a private career college that was registered under the Private Career Colleges Act 
before the day this section comes into force until 30 days after that day. 


(6) A private career college shall only charge and accept payment of a fee in relation to a vocational program in Canadian 
dollars. 
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(7) Upon collecting a fee from a student enrolled in a vocational program, a private career college shall issue a receipt 
setting out the name of the college and of the vocational program, an itemized list of all fees paid, the name of the student and 
the date the receipt was issued. 

Student files 
45. (1) A private career college shall maintain a file containing the following information on each of its students: 


1. Full name, sex, date of birth, residential address while enrolled, permanent address, phone numbers at the residential 
and the permanent address, and any cell phone number or e-mail address. 


2. A record of the results of any academic evaluations of the student by the college. 
3. A copy of the signed contract between the college and the student. 


4. A copy of evidence verifying that student has met the admission requirements in accordance with subsections 19 (3), 
(4) and (5) and any other admission requirements established by the college. 


5. Ifthe student has withdrawn or been expelled from a program, copies of the withdrawal or expulsion letter, any refund 
calculation and any refund cheque. 


6. A copy of all receipts issued to the student for the payment of fees as required under subsection 44 (7). 


(2) Each student file shall be kept for at least three years from the date the student completed the program. 


Credentials 


46. (1) A private career college shall issue the credential approved by the Superintendent under section 25 of the Act for a 
vocational program to every student who successfully completes the program and fulfils the terms of his or her contract with 
the college. 


(2) A private career college shall issue the credential to the student within 60 days of the day the student successfully 
completes the program and fulfils the terms of the contract. 
Notice re: change of ownership 


47. (1) A private career college shall give the Superintendent notice of any of change in the ownership of the college 
whether the change is carried out by way of, 


(a) transfer of all or substantially all of the assets of the college; 


(b) in the case of a corporation, a transfer of the shares of the corporation that would be sufficient to allow the person 
acquiring the shares to make a change to the corporation’s board of directors; 


(c) in the case of a partnership, a change in the partners. 


(2) The notice of the change of ownership shall be given to the Superintendent at least 30 days before the change occurs 
and shall include the following information: 


1. A copy of the documents that will effect the change such as any amended articles of incorporation, amended articles of 
amalgamation, revised partnership agreement, agreement of purchase and sale and a corporation profile report filed 
under the Corporations Information Act. 


2. The name, address, telephone number, fax number and e-mail address of any new director, officer or person 
responsible for the administration of a campus of the private career college. 


3. Such other information as the Superintendent may require. 
(3) A notice of change of ownership shall be in such form as the Superintendent may require and shall be accompanied by 
the fee required by the Minister under section 7 of the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities Act. 
Notice of other changes 


48. (1) A private career college shall give the Superintendent written notice of any of the following changes within five 
days of the change occurring: 


1. A change in the person responsible for the administration of a campus of a private career college. 


2. A change in e-mail address, telephone number or fax number for a private career college’s head office and for any of 
its Campuses. 


(2) A private career college shall give the Superintendent 30 days written notice of a proposed change in the address of its 
head office or a campus. 


(3) A private career college that intends to discontinue a vocational program that has commenced and in which students 
are enrolled shall give the Superintendent written notice of that fact at least 14 days before the date on which the program 
will be discontinued and shall provide confirmation of the training completion plan or fee refund arrangements made with the 
students. 
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PART IX 
TRANSITIONAL MATTERS 


Existing operators 


49. (1) This section applies to a person who is deemed to be registered to operate a private career college under section 58 
of the Act. 


(2) Despite subsections 17 (1) and (2) of the Act, the deemed registration of a person referred to in subsection (1) shall 
expire eight months after the last day of the private career college’s fiscal year that ends after September 30, 2006. 


(3) Any renewal of a registration that expires under subsection (2) shall expire on the date specified in the renewal. 
(4) Any subsequent renewal of registration shall expire on the first anniversary of the date of the renewal. 
Termination of exemption 


50. If, immediately before the day this section comes into force, an organization or corporation was exempt from the 
operation of the Private Career Colleges Act by virtue of section 27 or 28 of Regulation 939 of the Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1990 (General) made under that Act, the organization or corporation continues, despite the revocation of those 
sections, to be exempt for a period of one year after the day on which the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 comes into 
force. 


PART X 
REVOCATION AND COMMENCEMENT 
Revocation 
51. Regulation 939 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is revoked. 
Commencement 


52. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 55 of the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005 
comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

college est assuré d’obtenir un emploi, 


iv. laisse entendre que l’admission d’un étudiant étranger éventuel a un college privé d’enseignement professionnel 
lui garantira le droit d’entrer au Canada sous le régime de la Loi sur l’immigration et la protection des réfugiés 
(Canada) ou de recevoir un visa en vertu de cette loi. 


3. Si elle mentionne qu’une personne est inscrite en vertu de la Loi pour exploiter le collége, la publicité doit utiliser le 
libellé suivant : «Inscrit a titre de collége privé d’enseignement professionnel en vertu de la Loi de 2005 sur les 
colleges privés d’enseignement professionnel» ou «Registered as a private career college under the Private Career 
Colleges Act, 2005».

7. Si la publicité mentionne qu’un autre établissement d’enseignement postsecondaire reconnait un programme de 
formation professionnelle en accordant a quiconque le termine avec succés des équivalences en crédits applicables a 
un programme qu’il offre, une attestation a cet effet signée par un dirigeant ou un administrateur de l’établissement ou 
une personne ayant |’autorité de lier |’établissement.

PARTIE VII 
PROTECTION DES INTERETS DES ETUDIANTS 


Politique de remboursement des droits

I. (1) In relation to the acquisition of smart meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and any associated 
equipment, systems and technologies, subject to final approval by the Board, a distributor may recover its costs relating to 
functionality that does not exceed the minimum functionality adopted in Ontario Regulation 425/06 (Criteria and 
Requirements for Meters and Metering Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Electricity Act, 1998. 


(2) In relation to the acquisition of smart meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and any associated 
equipment, systems and technologies, a distributor may not recover its costs relating to functionality that exceeds the 
minimum functionality adopted in Ontario Regulation 425/06 (Criteria and Requirements for Meters and Metering 
Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Electricity Act, 1998 unless the costs are approved by the Board. 


(3) In reaching a decision under subsection (2), the Board may consider the matters that it considers appropriate, including 
evidence that the functionality that exceeds the minimum functionality adopted in Ontario Regulation 425/06 (Criteria and 
Requirements for Meters and Metering Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Electricity Act, 1998 benefits 
the distributor’s consumers. 


Cost recovery, meter data functions 


2. (1) No distributor shall recover any costs associated with meter data functions to be performed by the Smart Metering 
Entity. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), distributors may recover costs associated with functions related to meter data that are 
contemplated to be performed by distributors by the criteria and requirements adopted in Ontario Regulation 425/06 (Criteria 
and Requirements for Meters and Metering Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Electricity Act, 1998. 
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(3) Subsection (1) does not prevent distributors from recovering costs that are approved by the Board pursuant to section | 
that are associated with functions related to meter data that relate to a distributor’s operation of its distribution system, but 
only if those functions are not meter data functions to be performed by the Smart Metering Entity. 


(4) Subsection (1) does not apply to distributors with service areas identified as priority installations in Ontario Regulation 
428/06 (Priority Installations) made under the Electricity Act, 1998. 

(5) In this section, 
“meter data functions” include the verification, validation and editing of meter data received from distributors, the processing 


of meter data into data that is ready for billing purposes, the aggregation of meter data into rate periods and the storing and 
managing of meter data.

SMART METERS: DISCRETIONARY METERING ACTIVITY AND PROCUREMENT 
PRINCIPLES 


Authorized discretionary metering activity 
I. (1) The following activities are authorized discretionary metering activities for the purposes of section 53.18 of the Act: 


1. Metering activities conducted pursuant to the distributor’s Conservation and Demand Management Plan approved by a 
Board order referenced as RP - 2004 - 0203. 


2. Metering activities conducted pursuant to the Board’s approval to include capital and operating costs related to smart 
meters in distributors’ revenue requirements for 2006, as set out in the Board’s Generic Issues decision, dated March 
21, 2006 and referenced as RP - 2005 - 0020, as is incorporated into each distributor’s 2006 electricity distribution rate 
order provided by the Board pursuant to section 78 of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998. 


3. Metering activities conducted by Enersource Corporation, Powerstream Inc., Hydro Ottawa Limited, Horizon Utilities 
Corporation, Toronto Hydro-Electric System Limited and Veridian Connections Inc. pursuant to the process initiated 
in the Request for Pre-Qualification for Advanced Metering Infrastructure Procurement and Installation issued by 
Enersource Corporation on behalf of itself and the other referenced utilities and dated May 2, 2006. 


4. Metering activities conducted by a distributor that has had its meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and 
any associated equipment, systems and technologies procured on its behalf by one or more of Enersource Corporation, 
Powerstream Inc., Hydro Ottawa Limited, Horizon Utilities Corporation, Toronto Hydro-Electric System Limited or 
Veridian Connections Inc. pursuant to the process referred to in paragraph 3. 


5. Metering activities conducted pursuant to the Request for Proposal for Smart Metering Services issued by Hydro One 
Networks Inc. and dated March 4, 2005. 


6. Metering activities conducted by a distributor that has had its meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and 
any associated equipment, systems and technologies procured on its behalf by Hydro One Networks Inc. pursuant to 
the process referred to in paragraph S. 


7. Metering activities conducted by distributors if the activities meet the following criteria: 


i. the activities are for service areas identified as priority installations by Ontario Regulation 428/06 (Priority 
Installations) made under the Act, and 


il. smart meter deployment plans have been filed with the Minister by the distributor. 


(2) The meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and any associated equipment, systems and technologies 
used in relation to activities authorized as discretionary metering activities in subsection (1), other than the activities 
referenced in paragraph | of subsection (1), shall comply with the criteria and requirements adopted in Ontario Regulation 
425/06 (Criteria and Requirements for Meters and Metering Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Act. 
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(3) Any procurement associated with the activities authorized as discretionary metering activities under subsection (1), 
other than activities referenced in paragraph | of subsection (1), shall comply with the procurement requirements set out in 
section 2. 


(4) The activities authorized as discretionary metering activities in subsection (1) are subject to the cost recovery 
requirements set out in Ontario Regulation 426/06 (Smart Meters: Cost Recovery) made under the Ontario Energy Board 
Act, 1998. 


Procurement 


2. (1) When a distributor enters into a procurement process in relation to the smart metering initiative, the distributor shall 
ensure, 


(a) that the procurement process complies with the principles set out in subsection (2); and 


(b) that any agreement entered into as a result of the procurement is economically prudent and cost effective, taking into 
consideration all costs associated with the agreement. 


(2) Distributors shall ensure that a procurement process in relation to the smart metering initiative complies with the 
following principles: 


1. The procurement process, including the procedures used in the process and the selection criteria, must be fair, open 
and accessible to a range of interested bidders. 


2. The procurement process must be competitive. 


3. Conflicts of interest, both actual and potential, of bidders must be disclosed in the bidders’ proposals and the process 
must ensure that, 


i. the selected bidder will not have a conflict of interest in respect of the deliverables under the agreement entered 
into as a result of the procurement, or 


ii. the selected bidder will be required to comply with requirements established by the distributor to address an 
actual or potential conflict of interest. 


4. There must be no unfair advantage in the procurement process. 


(3) A distributor may only procure or utilize smart meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and any 
associated equipment, systems and technologies from an affiliate, if the affiliate is the selected bidder in a procurement 
process that satisfies the requirements of this section. 


(4) The Minister or the Board may on notice require that a distributor provide to the Minister or the Board, as the case may 
be, information related to a procurement that was obtained or developed during the procurement, including information 
concerning the selection of the successful bidder. 


(5) The notice in subsection (4), 

(a) shall be in writing; 

(b) shall set out a time frame in which the distributor must reply; and 
(c) shall specify the information that the distributor must supply.
